the strike of 'longshoremen commenced. 
The strikers are confident they will suc­ 
ceed and gain their dem ands. The next 
move will be to get the pilots on the Ocean 
steam ship service to coine out. The pilots 
are organized, and should an order go out 
for them to quit work, the strikers hope to 
stop all transatlantic steamers from sailing 
in or out of port. This, the union men 
claim, will compel the steam ship compa­ 
nies to come t> terms. 


VESSELS DELAYED. 
At the National Line dock this m orning 
sixty men who were picked up from vari­ 
ous sources were laid off, as they were in ­ 
competent. The W yoming was being un­ 
loaded by non-union men and the sailors 
of the vessel. The latter were paid 30 
cents per hour in addition to their pay as 
seamen. The green liands were im m e­ 
diately taken in charge by members of the 
'Longshoremen’s Union, and were organ­ 
ized and became a part of the Striker’s 
Union. T he E rin is not more than half 
loaded. She should have sailed yesterday. 
By Monday the vessel may be ready for sea. 
The Helvetia, of the same line, lies at the 
other side of the dock with the bulk of her 
cargo still aboard. 
Affairs were just about 
the same at the Guion Line docks. The 
usual num ber of m en employed there is 
from 150 to 200. 


T H E COAL SU PPLY . 
N ew Yoke, January 28th.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Coal Exchange was interviewed 
this m orning by a reporter on the coal- 
handlers’ strike, with special reference to 
the supply of coal. H e said : “The daily 
domestic consumption of coal in this city 
at the present season is about 20,000 tons, 
and the average per diem, taking the year 
round, is about 11,400 tons. Coal is corn­ 
tim e since the strike began. There is, of 
course, an embargo on handling it in this 
ing in a little more freely to-day than at any 
port.’’ 
“ Do you think prices 
will advance 
again?” 
• Yes, because the supply is not adequate 
to the demand. Some dealers have al­ 
ready p u t up their figures, and if the strike 
continues, and the companies do not get 
m ore coal into this port, there will be a 
coal famiiie.’’ 
Other sources of information showed 
that m any m anufactories have nearly used 
up their supply of fuel, and unless they 
are replenished w ithin a few days there 
will be a stoppage of m any large establish­ 
m ents. 
Some of the hotels are also short 
of fuel, and retail dealers who have small 
stocks lim it the quantity to each customer, 
in order to keep as m any supplied as pos­ 
sible. The cold snap of yesterday caused 
an extra demand all around, and stocks in 
the retail yards were greatly reduced. 


FIFTY THOUSAND >IEN TO GO OUT TO-DAY. 


N e w Y o r k , January 27th.—Judging from 
the indications to-night, 50,000 'longshore­ 
m en and coal handlers will be out on a 
strike to-morrow. The freight handlers 
who wrecked the cars at the railroad docks 
sym pathize with 
the strikers, and will 
probably quit work to-morrow. 
At to­ 
day’s meeting the Ocean Association ol 
'Longshoremen, m any non-union men and 
m any freight handlers were adm itted to 
mem bership. The hands employed at the 
docks of the Stonington line, H am burg 
line. People’s line and Pennsylvania road 
will probably go out to-morrow. 
The r.on-Union m en employed on the 
W ard line docks struck for Union rates. 
The men employed in loading the San 
Marcos also struck for 10 cents per hour for 
day work and 60 cents for night work. 
Their demands were granted tem porarily. 
It is understood the men have joined the 
Ocean Association and will probably strike 
to-morrow. The employes, in bodies, of 
three large companies have applied for ad­ 
mission to the 
Union. 
They num ber 
nearly 1,000. 
Delegates are actively en­ 
gaged in organizing every branch of iabor 
about the piers and docks of the three 
cities. 
In Brooklyn an air of sym pathy is 
rife among the working classes, which bids 
fair to include many branches of industry 
other than those already affected.

Chamberlain’s attitude on the proposed 
reunion of the Liberals has become a ques­ 
tion of first-class importance in view of the 
turn Irish affairs are taking in Parliam ent. 
Recently it was stated, on the authority of 
a m ember of the late conference, that (dad- 
stone had made no concessions,and tlie only 
approach to concessions had come from 
Chamberlain. Subsequent reports appear to 
contradict this, and to indicate that Cham­ 
berlain was undecided in what course to 
steer. 
Last night a m em ber of the (¡lad- 
stone State Adm inistration 
stated that 
Chamberlain is at last positively won ever 
to the Gladstone side. 
This may not at 
once appear on the surface, as there are dif­

It is upon this basis, 
probably, that Chamberlain and Gladstone 
will join forces and turn out the Govern­ 
ment.

DINNERS. 


D e e p s a t llie T a l.le s W h e r e T h in g s A r e 
S e r v e d in S ta te . 
The strict ceremonial of dinners of Queen 
Victoria lias not changed since her assum p­ 
tion of the throne. 
A quarter of an hour 
before the tim e fixed for the repast—gen­ 
erally 8 o’ciock—all tlie party invited to 
dine with the Queen meet in tlie crand sa­ 
lon and form themselves into a half circle 
about the door where she is expected to en­ 
ter. The Qcteeu, on entering, makes a 
beautiful courtesy (for which she is re 
nowned), then bows to the gentlemen, aud 
gives her hand to the ladies, who courtesy 
deeply. She then goes in first to the table, 
accompanied generally by one ot her sou?. 
If any im perial or royal person is present 
he sits at her right hand. 
But even in the 
case of Gem ral Grant .“lie placed the Prin­ 
cess Beatrice between them . The Queen 
never removes her gloves during dinner, 
except at state banquets. This is a singu­ 
lar piece of etiquette, and one would think 
that it would be exactly the reverse. 
Her 
gloves are new, of whiie kid, embroidered 
with black, never worn but once, and be­ 
come, after using, the perquisites of the la­ 
dies-in-waiting. 
The Queen has a small 
hut beautiful hand. 
As soon as she has finished a certain 
“ plat” everyone else stops eating of it, as 
when she finishes her fish everyone else 
stops eating fish, etc. Alter she lias spoken 
to her guests on either side, conversation 
m ay become general, but in a subdued tone, 
always deferring to the sovereign. Sir 
A rthur Helps, who was her Private Secre­ 
tary, used to tell an am using anecdote of 
being snubbed by her for telling a rather 
funny story dew n the table, among the la­ 
dies-in-waiting, to relieve the monotony of 
a dreary dinner, when the Queen rem ark­ 
ed ; “ W hat is it? 
We are not amused.” 
She has, however, a love for fun, and some­ 
times laughs heartily. 
The dinners at the Q uirinal are far more 
simple as to etiquette. The same formally 
is observed in the entrance of the King and 
Queen, but the conversation is more gen­ 
eral and the Queen does not wear her 
gloves. She converses in English fluently. 
The King only speaks Italian and French, 
so the conversation is generally in those 
two languages. French, of conrse, is sup­ 
posed to be a universal language. 
The dinners of Germany are not long, 
but they are formal and tedious, and the 
cooking' does uot commend itself to all 
tastes. 
The perfection of a dinner is found in 
London, generally at the house of Embas­ 
sadors, who combine the excellencies of all 
nations with the follies of none. After 
asking the consent of tlie ladies present, 
the Italian and Turkish embassies allow 
the smoking of cigarettes between the salad 
and dessert. 
This fashion prevails in 
France ami Russia, ladies sm oking quite 
freely as men. 
The dinners of the Czar 
anil the richer Russian princes are models 
of their kind. 
It wa3 the Russians who in­ 
vented the idea of serving the dishes all 
from the outside; hence a service a la 
Rnsse, which prevents the tablecloth from 
being smeared with gravy ami other greasy 
substances. The choice porcelain and glass, 
the gold and silver, beautiful ornam ents— 
these are the wonder of all travelers who 
visit Russia. 
The old fashion has returned again of a 
sort of elevated tray or little table in the 
middle of the table, on which are placed 
the choice silver jugs, ornamented pieces, 
and the flowers, fruits, candied fruits—in­ 
deed, the ornam ental pieces ot the dinner. 
This sort of tray, to be at its best, should 
he of inlaid wood, bound in silver, ami of 
the tim e of Louis Quinzc. 
A real antique 
of this kind is higblv prized in France, 
England and Italy. 
For the breakfast-ta­ 
ble a rotating round eliina standard, in two 
parts, for the jam , honey, butter, powdered 
sugar, (Kitted meats, etc., and other belong- 
incs of a breakfast, is almost universal in 
England.—Harper's Bazar.

The proposi 
tion now is to have tlie road begin at Red 
Bluff, instead of at Proberta, and to give the 
company $25,000 as an inducem ent to this 
end, besides land for term inal purposes.

Gridley is beginning to feel the effects 
of the citrus boom dawning in Northern 
California. 
A. W. Campbell is preparing 
to set out from SCO to 1,600 orange trees ; 
D. M. Mack lias made preparations for 
planting six or eight h u n d red ; C. 
J. 
Welsh lias secured several hundred year­ 
ling seedlings, and will set them out with 
the view ot selling them a year hence. 
W e hear of m any others, including a 
num ber of prom inent ranchers, who are 
contem plating like improvements. 
Our 
advice to owners of river bottom lands is 
to set out orange, lemon or lime trees. 
’IJobe ranchers, we believe, 
would do 
better to set out olive or alm ond trees, or 
vineyards. 
E ither will thrive on 
the 
’dobe. and in a few years pay big interest 
on the capital invested. 
Raisin grapes 
are the most profitable for this character of 
soil, while the climate is especially adapted 
for sun-drving. On the other hand, wine 
grapes will pay best on river-bottom lands 
because their yield depends more upon the 
natural moisture of the soil. 
The olive oil 
is the most profitable and the easiest to 
produce. 
It is a hardier tree, and yields 
more praiitically. Of this variety the Mis­ 
sion is the best. 
If the planters "of orange 
groves intend raising truit for m arket pur­ 
poses, they should confine themselves to 
the navel variety, which always commands 
tlie highest price. Our information on 
these subjects is derived from standard au­ 
thorities. and can be depended upon as per­ 
fectly reliable.— Gridley Herald.

C o m m e r c e o f t h e F o r t o f N e w Y o rk . 
The annual report of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce for the fiscal year 
ending with June 30. 1886, was recently 
issued. 
It places the total value of the for­ 
eign commerce of the port for the year at 
$802,535,015, against $773 802,756 tor the 
previous year. The total foreign commerce 
of all ports in the United Status amounted 
to $1.426,018,032, against $1.405,190,932 tor 
the previous year. The excess of foreign 
imports over domestic exports at this port 
was $88,136,450, while, if all ports of the 
country are considered, the tables are 
turned, as the excess of domestic imports 
over foreign exports, at all ports, was $4.3,­ 
858,854. 
The value of imi>orls ut this port carried 
in American bottoms was $60,980,539; in 
foreign bottoms. $373,561,182 ; in land ve­ 
hicles, $7,068, a total of $434,548,789. 
The 
value of domestic exports shipped from 
this port in American bottoms was $38,­ 
402,962; in foreign bottoms, $308,039,377, a 
total of $346,412,339, and the value of for­ 
eign exports shipped in American bottoms 
was $11,090,928 ; in foreig : bottoms, $8.. 
918.710; in land vehicles, $1,564,249, a total 
of $21 573 887, and a grand total of $802,­ 
535,015. 
W hen the imports and exports for all 
ports in the United States are considered, 
the American m arine cuts a poor figure in 
comparison with foreign bottoms. 
The 
value of imports carried In American bot­ 
toms, for all ports, was $127,304,923, and in 
foreign bottoms, $508,663,904; of domestic 
exports shipped in American bóttoms, $82,­ 
724,155, and in foreign bottoms, $617.602,­ 
280; of foreign exports shipped in A m eri­ 
can bottoms, $17,918,522 and in foreign 
bottoms, $13,370,787. 
The totals stand 
$1,139,636.971 in favor of foreign bottoms, 
against $227,917.600 for American vessels.— 
foreign Trade Gazette.

A 
PRISONER 


IN 
GUAY MAS. 


R o m a n tic L ife o f th e C a p tiv e C h ie f 
—An U u tu to re d M an o f G re a t 
N ativ e A b ilities. 


The Mexican gunboat Demócrata ar­ 
rived at Guavnias on Thursday morning, 
having on hoard as a prisoner Chief f á ­ 
jeme, of the Yaqui Indians, who was badly 
wounded in the leg and who surrendered 
to the Mexican authorities a few days ago. 
Negotiations looking toward this surrender 
had beeu pending tor some time. Cajeme 
having sent bis wite to Guavmas to con­ 
sult with the Mexican authorities regarding 
the term s of his surrender. The following 
sketch of the life of this remarkable Indian 
will be found full of in terest: 
Jose Marie Cajeme, chief of the Y aqui 
and Mojave Indians, was born in 1842, in 
the tiny town of Torin, on the hanks 
of the silent Yuqui river, which creeps 
to the Pacific from Sonora’s heart 
of 
forests. 
His 
parents 
were 
Pantaleon 
Levia 
Cajeme and 
H ilaria 
Buitemea, 
the 
latter, 
his m other, 
being know n 
vet through that country as the Sibyl. 
The baptism al water of Catholicism from 
the hands of an adventurous Italian m is­ 
sionary, Father Rom anani, rested on his 
head when a boy, in the town of Navajoa. 
Front earliest boyhood Cajeme took to the 
chase and refused to work on a farm when 
he could scour the deep forest with bow 
and arrows. 
W hen 13 years of age he ran 
away from home, and from that day his 
life was a constant restless m arch—a bohe- 
iuian existence. 
H e entered the service of 
J. R. Bourse, an American miner, at A la­ 
mos, a town on the projected Alamos and 
Mazatlan Railroad. 
W ine and women 
soon drew their chains about him, mid 
hied by jealousy and drink he drew his 
first hum an blood by stabbing A brabam 
Jolim an, who was Mr. Bosrse s steward. 
H e then tied. 
In 1872, when the Governor of Sonora, 
Ignacio Pesquería, started out to assist the 
Governor of the neighboring State of Sin­ 
aloa against the revolution headed by the 
bloody Marquez, Cajeme joineii the State 
troops. 
During the campaign he gave 
proofs of great valor and of uncomm on 
m ilitary skill, and was made Colonel in the 
Mexican arm y. 
During the leisure mo­ 
m ents of tlie campaign he learned to read 
and write, for as he never would go to school, 
he did not even know the alphabet when 
he entered on this exciting period of his 
life. 
W hen peace was established Cajeme 
returned to his home, preceded by an un­ 
common fame. 
At that time Julio Morc- 
yoqui, nicknam ed tbe “Jaguar,” ruled the 
Yaquis. 
He was one of the most sanguin­ 
ary caciques of Mexican 
history, and 
known as the "A merican Nero." 
Moro- 
voqui confirmed the rank of Colonel earned 
by Cajeme in the Government army, and 
the latter soon bent his extraordinary 
talents to repressing disorders in the gov­ 
ernm ent ot the former. 
Little by little 
Cajeme acquired popularity, and tlie ln- 
dian camps soon became too narrow a the­ 
ater for two such m en. 
One day Cajeme 
with ten picked m en surrounded the palace 
of the Jaguar, and, going in, .assassina;ed 
him , and was im m ediately proclaimed his 
successor. 
W hile in Navajao he solicited in c ar­ 
riage the hand of a dark-eyed belle uf that 
town, the daughter of a rich planter. 
His 
suit 
refused, Cajeme “ retreated in good 
order,” anil went back to the Yaqui river, 
thinking that time would ameliorate his 
suffering. 
Afterward be 
made up his 
m ind to see the girl, Juana Narvaez,and he 
started on a dark night and in disguise to 
visit her. 
On the way he was ambushed 
by R. J. Castro, a brother chief, who was 
his rival for the (xtssession of this Mexican 
Helen. Cajeme proved to lie a successful 
Paris. Single-handed he killed Castro and 
three o f his m en, besides wounded another, 
and arrived, bleeding from several wounds, 
at the feet of Juana Nairvaez. 
She lied 
from her hom e in bis company. Since 
that tim e Cajeme has led a fugitive life 
with his band of Indian warii >rs. and u n ­ 
til now defied the power o f the Mexican 
republic, 
among 
the 
m ountains 
anil 
marshes of Sonora. 
Cajeme is well bniit. lias herculean m us­ 
cle», regular features, wiili a savage air im ­ 
pressed upon them , and has a brusque, ab­ 
rupt m anner. 
He is a splendid horsem an, 
and has saved his life on several occas’ons 
by his fleet running and excellent sw im ­ 
ming qualities. 
lie has an unconquerable 
will, a presence of m ind winch never de­ 
serts him , and courage which borders on 
temerity. 


W a r n in g s . 
Many people still believe tlmt they re­

of shipwreck and 
drowning at sea. Undeterred, however, he 
set sail without serious misgiving and had 
a most agreeable and prosperous voyage. 
In this rase the dream was evidently no 
supernatural warning, but rather the result 
of the effect produced ti|von the im agina­ 
tion by the hints thrown out regarding rite 
vessel’s supposed unseaworthy character. 
Presentim ents of all kinds arc alm ost in­ 
variably groundless, and when on rare 
occasions a presentim ent is verified by the 
result, tbe explanation is the very sim ple 
and obvious one that in this instan. , ,,ur 
fears correctly forecasted the future.

F o r m a tio n o f F o g .— The experim ents of 
Coulier and Mascnrt, extended by Aitkin, 
have demonstrated th at in a perfectly moist 
air no formation of fog is possible. hovrner 
much tlie tem perature is lowered, so long 
as the atm osphere is free from dust, and 
that the more air, sufficiently moist, is 
charged with such foreign particle», the 
more intense the formation of fog under a 
sufficient lowering of the tem perature or 
pressure of the air. 
Let filtered and com­ 
pletely moist air in a glass ball have its 
pressure dim inished; then will only a few 
particles of fog "reveal themselves t.. the 
most careful inspection, even under m e 
powerful light of an electric lamp—par­ 
ticles of fog which, moreover, yiel I not Hid 
slightest colored image. Admit now into 
the filtered air a few cubic m illim eter;-of 
ordinary house air, which always conmina 
num erous motes or particles of dust: then 
will a very line, silvery, transparent f. _■ at 
once form itself, of such slight density that, 
even in the case of considerable area of it, 
the transparency of the atmosphere would 
be but little affected. 
A t the lin t m om ent 
of its formation let a reflected image of the 
sun, or the reflected light of an electric 
lam p .b e viewed through it; the image 
will be seen surrounded by an intensely 
lum inous blue or greenish light.

MOW THEY SPSSD THEIR TIME 
IIEFORE AM) AFfER MARRIAGE. 


A Land W liere E ld erly M aiden L a­ 
d ie s A re R e sp e c te d -Q u a in t Say­ 
in g s o f M exican C h ild ren.

M e x i c o . Ja n u a ry 20, 1887. 
T h e scholastic course of a M exican girl 
of aristocratic fam ily is finished before she 
is fifteen, at w hich age she is considered 
“ m arriageable.” 
T he wife of 
(icneral 
S an ta A na was wedded to th a t w ily ruler, 
w hom th e A m ericans rem em ber as ” the 
H atcher of th e A lam o,” w heu only thirteen, 
an d num erous brides in these later days 
are scarcely older. 
It m ust be rem em bered, 
how ever, th at girls m atu re early in the 
tropics, an d in corresponding ratio grow 
old m uch sooner th an in the colder N orth. 
T hough M exico abounds in single wom en 
ol m atu re age, one never hears of “ au old 
m aid,” for to rem ain forever un m arried 
entails no such stigm a here as attaches to 
u n m ated fem ales of other lauds. 
It her 
lonely condition is alluded to by these 
polite people they speak of her w ith som e 
k indly phrase indicating th a t La pobracita 
(the poor, dear thing) h as been - hard to 
please.” 
. 
, 
, 
T he custom of engaging accom plished 
foreign governesses o r native tutors to in ­ 
struct young girls at hom e is gaining 
ground am ong w ealthy fam ilies in M exico ; 
because to send 


A BUDDING SENOEITA, 
O ver 10 years of age, to a day school—even 
in th e fam ily carriage, accom panied by a 
m aid w ho never loses sight of h er till she 
is safely returned to the paternal casa—is 
looked upon as an alarm ing stretch of the 
proprieties. 
In th e days of conventual in ­ 
stitutions the daughters of well-to-do pa­ 
rents were universally placed in charge of 
th e gentle sisterhood, generally entering 
th e convent schools at an early age and 
rem aining 
u n til old enough to m arry. 
Since th e banishm ent of n u n s an d m ouks 
from Mexico, a great m an y private schools 
an d sem inaries 
have 
bee» established, 
w herein girls are duly “ finished 
accord­ 
ing- to M exican ideas. 
T h e acm e of their 
accom plishm ents is to becom e good lin ­ 
guists aud excellent m usicians, and to ac­ 
quire a sm attering o f history an d general 
literature, placing them ab o u t on a par 
w ith the corresponding class in tra n c e and 
Spain. 
B u t they are never cultured to the 
Bostonian p oint' in the classics c r occult 
sciences, their sim ple acquirem ents being 
such as to shine to best advantage in the 
hom e circle. 
M exican ladies of high degree are never 
educated w ith a view to utilizing their 
accom plishm ents for gaining a livelihood 
in anv possible reverse of fortune, for u n ­ 
der no circum stances arc they expected to 
assist in their own support. T h e old Span­ 
ish custom w hich obliges gentlem en to 
provide for all their destitute fem ale rela­ 
tives and to shield them absolutely from 
contact w ith the w orld, still prevails am ong 
th e upper classes, n o tw ithstanding the fact 
th at nearly a century of foreign wars^ and 
intern al revolutions have m ade it a differ- 
cu lt task in m any instances and lorcver de­ 
b an cd from m atrim ony th escio n s of proud 
b u t im poverished houses. 
A s a rule, paterfamilias does n o t encour­ 
age m uch reading of books—except of a 
religious 
character—am ong 
th e fem ale 
m em bers of his Hock, aud «ertainly not the 
general ru n of new spapers such as are found 
in every N orthern fam ily. 
H e believes 
n o t only th at “ a little know ledge is a d an ­ 
gerous ih in g ” and m ig h t lead to th at per­ 
nicious 
“ strong-m indedness” w hich 
he 
im agines afflicts m ost ladies in th e U nited 
S tates—but th at literally 
“ IGNORANCE IS r.EISS” 
In th eir appointed sphere, 
if not m arried 
at once w hen escaped from school restraints, 
som etim es th e m other or som e elderly 
fem ale relative undertakes to in stru ct the 
d au g h ters in those dom estic duties w hich 
m atrim o n y entails, because—w hether rich 
o r poor—on the day of h er m arriage she 
w ill go to a hom e of her ow n, w hich the 
expectant bridegroom m ust previously pre­ 
viously prepare. 
To th a t end sh e is taught 
to prepare delicacies for th e sick and re­ 
freshing m edicinal d rinks, to m ake dulcic , 
jellies and dainty deserts ; an d occasionally, 
by w ay o f practioe, is given for a season 
th e en tire m anagem ent o f h er father's 
household. 
1 have heard o f cases w here 
she has even ordered all the provisions, 
piiid th e servants, provided rations for the 
carriage horses and looked over the coach­ 
m an 's bills for shoeing, etc.—in short, kept 
a thorough account¡of all dom estic expend 
itn res; but those instances are ¡extrem ely 
rare. 
Dom estic life am ong Hie u p p er classes 
in M exico is 
charm ingly sim ple, 
and 
really w orthy of im itation as contrasted to 
the lives of som e ot o u r "society lad ies” 
w ith th eir su m m er at w atering places and 
w inters in E urope, tiieir neglected hom es 
an d ceaseless round o f expensive gaiety. 
A " professional beauty " w ould not 
be 
tolerated here in good society, and a m ar­ 
ried belle w ould speedily find 
herself 
ostracized as an im proper character. 
A nother class of w om en, a grade or two 
below th e patrician strata in th e social 
structure, are num erous iu M exico and 
greatly to l>e pitied. 
T hey of course con­ 
sider them selves far above the w orking 
classes, yet are too poor to be com fortable 
an d too proud to w ork for a living—as any 
right-m inded A m erican girl w ould do. T he 
ign o ran t and bigoted parents o f th is ran k 
have som e am bition in regard to th e ed u ­ 
cation of th eir sons, generally straining 
every point of household econom y to send 
th em to som e local co lleg e; h u t for the 
girls reading, w riting and em broidery is 
considered am ply sufficient. 
F o r several 
years past the M exican G overnm ent has 
been m aking praisew orthy efforts to am e­ 
liorate the dense ignorance o f th is class, by 
increasing the num ber of public schools 
an d offering education free to ail. 
One 
m ore step is needed, how ever, and that is 
to render it com pulsory, and to banish the 
needle and em broidery fram e from 
the 
school-house. H ith erto the greater portion 
o f the schoot-hours o f these giris has been 
devoted to the

Of em broidery, lace-work an d th e m an u ­ 
facture of artificial Howers—th e latter in ­ 
dustry being doubly a farce in this land of 
flowers. 
In m any of these schools the 
teachers ex h ib it w ith pride specim ens of 
finest stitching and m ost elaborate em ­ 
broidery, lace and “ d raw n " w ork o f m ar­ 
velous intricacy, an d canvas w ork th at 
equals 
th e 
fam ous 
G obelin 
tapestry. 
Angels, 
scriptural 
incidents, 
etc., 
are 
w rought w ith silk upon fine linen, req u ir­ 
ing infinite pains an d a vast expenditure 
of precious eye-sight, and often a year's 
tim e is devoted by som e p io r girl, w ho can 
scarcely rend aud w rite, in an am azing 
creation in canvas and colored w ools—per­ 
haps her patron saint, represented w ith 
pu rp le h air an d yellow legs; or a lan d ­ 
scape, w ith a green dog in th e foreground, 
resting ltis nose upon th e i>eaks of crim son 
m ountains, am i lus tail in th e branches of 
a blue tre t—w hich tnasteroiece is fram ed 
am i hung in the parlor by her delighted 
m other, who points it out w th pride for­ 
ever afterw ards as the crow ning proof of 
her daughter's education. 
W hen these slaves o f the needle em erge 
from school, naturally th eir m in d s are 
dw arfed as tneir eyes aud 
spines are 
w eakcued, and they are ignorant and su p er­ 
stitious to a degree. 
T hey tak e n o interest 
in books, seldom understanding even the 
geographical position of th eir ow n country, 
an d to them the whole world beyond is a 
total blank. 
Being th u s pitiably w ithout 
resources, th eir future depends entirely 
upon m arriage—and hap p en in g to m iss 
th at, they are nonentities indeed. 
A t the 
age of fort} they are broken-dow n and 
decrepid old w om en, w ithout a trace of th e 
d ark beauty w hich we en m uch adm ire in 
th e ir early youth. 
T h e In d ian wom en o f this country are 
an o th er distinct class, w hose lives are so 
u n iq u e th a t to th em wc w ill devote an 
especial chapter. 
L et us see how a m arried lady o f average 
m ean s and accom plishm ents spends her 
tim e in M exico. 


TH E OBOES OF EVF.r.Y DAY 
C o u sistso f church-going in the early m o rn ­ 
in g — for all these M exican w om en are d e­ 
vout R om an C atholics—followed by a con­ 
ference w ith housekeepers and seam stresses, 
an d perhaps an h o u r or two a t fancy work, 
i t h irp, piano or m andolin, before the 
m id-day breakfast is served. 
A fter th a t 
cerem onious m eal, m y lady w n eraily lolls 
aw h ile in th e wir.dow-seat, gazing idly into 
th :' su n n y street, o r sw ings in h er h am ­ 
m ock in th e ¡tetíie am ong h er flowers a n d 
lords, u n til tim e for th e long siesta, d u r in g 
w hich, for tw o or three hour», all M exico 
is asleep. 
A bout 3 o'clock p. m. she reappears, fresh 
us a J u.ie rose, dressed to receive visitors or 
sallv fort!} cn a cilline expedition. As 


it is n o t considered proper for ladies to be 
seen in the streets alone, a servant accom ­ 
panies h er (w ho rem ains in th e patio, gos- 
sipping w ith other servants, w hile she 
visits inside), or sends for tw o or three 
fem ale friends to jo in iu th e afternoon's 
diveitisem ent. 
W hen a bevy o f bareheaded Mexicanas 
com e trailin g into th e sala de recibo (recep­ 
tion-room ) we notice th a t there are seldom 
any skirts cu t in the style called “ w alking 
length.” no r ugly h ats or jjonnets; b u t 
every lady's dress sweeps softly along the 
floor, anti th e lace mantilla of Spain, or 
reboso of M exico, envelopes h er head and 
shoulders. 
W ith m any affectionate em ­ 
braces an d solicitous inquiries, such as 
Como esta V. 1 (“ H ow are y o u ?” ), or Como 
passe ('. (<i noche 1 (“ H ow d id you pass the 
night ?” ) the hostess conducts them to the 
circle of chairs at th e lu rth c st end of the 
sala, w here thev settle them selves like a 
flock of birds. 
A nd then such a chattering as ensues ! 
S m oking is not now indulged in by the 
crem e de la crem e of M exican society, but 
the custom prevails am ong ladies 
not 
strictly of the upper strata. 
A m ong the 
m iddle class and those low er in th e social 
scale, nearly every lady's pocket is supplied 
w ith a cigarette-holder of m ore or less ele­ 
gance (often solid silver), u box of th e in ­ 
com parable M exican m atches—som etim es 
w ith a package of tobacco and q u an tity of 
rice-paper or prepared corn-husks, if she 
is esthetic enough to prefer doing tier own 
rolling. 
In m any houses cigarette-cases 
are at once produced at these afternoon 
gatherings, “ lights” exchanged w ith great 
politeness; and 
w hile 
th e atm osphere 
grows blue and blur, the fair ones proceed 
to discuss, 


BETW EEN 
DAINTY PUFFS, 
A il th e affairs of this m u n d an e sphere—at 
least, so far as th eir know ledge thereof ex ­ 
tends. 
It m ust be confessed th a t they are 
less prone to vicious gossip th an th eir 
N orthern cousins — partly, no doubt, be­ 
cause th e social restrictions th a t environ 
th em effectually sh u t o u t understanding of 
th e evils of th e w orld, an d to th eir u n ­ 
spoiled im aginations th e entire hum an 
fam ily is as guileless as them selves. 
H ere 
again th e w isdom of paterfamilias is ap ­ 
p arent in having excluded current litera­ 
ture.

T hey chat glibly enough, how ever, w ith

expatiate on th e m erits of th eir respective 
ch ild ren —by no m eans neglecting th e fash­ 
ions, and sim ilar topics w hich th e sex, of 
w hatever nationality, delight in. 
A t 4 o’clock, o r thereabouts, is th e con­ 
ventional tim e for “ chocolate,” and callers 
are pressed to partake o f the custom ary re­ 
freshm ent. 
T he lig h t repast, w hich takes 
th e place o f E nglish " tea,” m ay he served 
either in th e sala or dining-room , and con­ 
sists m erely of sm all cups of chocolate or 
coflee,■ w ith pan 
dalce (tiny loaves

T hese m usic-loving people are inveterate

(" m y so u l" ), and attending well to th eir 
m oral an d spiritual condition. 
B ut th ty 
are seldom allow ed theprivilege of suckling 
th eir infants, th a t m aternal duty being pro­ 
hibited by native physicians as involving 
too severe a tax upon the delicate constitu­ 
tions o f p atrician wives. 
In this land of 
cheap labor, w here th e serving classes so 
greatly outnum ber those w ho are able to 
em ploy them , it is custom ary to engage a 
new nurse w ith the advent of every child, 
w ho henceforth resides in th e fam ily and 
has entire care of h er charge through its 
childhood. 
F o r th e first year of its exist­ 
ence. som e young 
and healthy In d ian 
w om an is also em ployed as w et nurse, it 
being popularly believed th a t in such cap­ 
acity the sturdy Aztec race are as superiur 
in t lie hum an species as are " J e rs e y s ” in 
the bovine. 
Too m uch cannot be said in praise o f 
M exican children. 
Jn a ll m y long resi­ 
dence here I have seldom seen a rude or 
ill-m annered child—th eir 
in n ate polite­ 
ness appearing to he as m uch a n atu ral in ­ 
stin ct as th e result of careful training. 
Upon entering a room w hen com pany is 
present, even th e sm allest toddler w ill go 
from one to another of th e guests, gravely 
sh aking hands w ith each w hile subm itting 
to th e caresses show ered upon them . 
If 
you m eet a lad in the streets, off w ill com e 
his som brero in a tw inkling, wiiile he 
m akes an obeisance w hich a dancing m as­ 
ter m ight envy. 
E ven the gamins are fa­ 
tuous for politeness, and the raggedest beg­ 
gar w ill acknow ledge yo u r gilt w ith th e 
bow of a courtier. 
T he quaint rem arks o f som e of these lit­ 
tle ones are exceedingly am using.

am ple, m y little friend (aged tí) wbo^e 
ponderous n am e is nearly as long as h er­ 
self, being no less th an G uadalupe Isabella

room , w ith h and outstretched for its cus­ 
tom ary shake, 
invariably inquiring as

child tu rn ed to m e w ith th e m ost in ­ 
nocent expression 
on 
her 
sw eet face 
and piped forth, “ Jesus! sino tengo hambre!'’

T h ere is an old saying to the effect that 
an u n tid y m o th er has disobedient children; 
and w hile n eith er parents nor children 
m ay realize th e w hy or w herefore o f it, yet 
there is alw ays a lack of respect and an in ­ 
difference to the au th o rity o f a m other w ho 
takes no pride in h er personal appearance.

a box o f pow dered borax, am i a little fine, 
w hite sand to rub th e stains off, or a cut of 
a lem on, w hich w ill do even better, for the

T his recipe w ill m ake nine. 
T his 
is as often baked w hole in a shallow pan, 
anti served hot, cut or broken in square 
pieces. 
G e m s—T ake three cups of flour, m eas­ 
ured before sifting, p u t in to it three tea­ 
spoons o f baking-pow der ; m ix w ith ¡wo 
tablespoons o f w arm ed bu tter or lard, one 
beaten egg, o n e-half teaspoon o f salt (or 
less if b u tte r is added), one cup of m ilk, 
anti one and one-half cups of w ater.

I will give one recipe w ithout 
sugar: O ne beaten egg, o n e-half cup of 
sw eet cream , a pinch of salt, m ix w ith one 
p in t of flour, sifted w itli one and otic-half 
teaspoons of baking pow der. 
T he dough 
should he soft, so it w ill ju s t hold together 
to roll out. 
I f m uch m ore flour is u»ed, 
add the proper proportion o f baking pow ­ 
der. F orm into any shape desired, and fry 
in hot lard. 
D o u g h n u ts.—H ere is a recipe f ir d ough­ 
n u ts th a t is a little o u to f tiie ordinary rules 
for the use of yeast pow ders. 
T he cakes I 
saw w ere very nice, and they w ill be found 
palatable : T w o beaten eggs, one and a half 
cups of sugar, one teaspoon o f baking 
pow der in tw o q uarts of (lour, tw o table­ 
snoons of m elted lard m ixed w ith the eggs 
and sugar, ouc teaspoon o f salt, one grated 
nutm eg, and one teaspoon o f soda in three 
cups o f sour m ilk.

H ere is a

used in exactly th e sam e m anner: 
Boil 
on? cup of m ilk w ith a very little m inced 
onion. 
Cook it in a double boiler to pre­ 
v ent scorching. 
S tir in one teaspoon of 
corn starch wet w ith cold m ilk. 
Cook u n ­ 
til it thickens, then stir in oue cup of cold 
m inced turkey.

Celery salt

W hen cold, stir in the 
stiffly-beaten w hile of th e egg. 
P our into 
a buttered dish and bake fifteen o r tw enty 
m inutes, serving im m ediately.—Mrs. ¡ ’ran­ 
ees E. Owens in C h ic a g o Times. 
B u c k w h e a t C akes.— As this is the sea­ 
son for w arm bread at th e breakfast table, 
I have thought best to give several recipes 
th a t w ill m ake a pleasant variety for the 
w eek. 
A t one house in which I was re­ 
cently a guest the buckw heat cakes, which 
disappeared very rapidly, were the subject 
of discussion, aud th e follow ing was told 
m e as the way they w ere m a d e : 
F o r a 
fam ily o f four or live persons, take a cup 
of yeast after it is ready for bread sp o n g e; 
add from one to tw o cups of cold water, a 
teaspoonful of salt, and buckw heat flour to 
m ake a V e ry stiff hatter, 
yet it w here it 
w ill not freeze, b u t not by th e stove. 
In 
the m orning, as soon as the teakettle boils, 
pour in boiling water, stirriDg hard all of 
th e tim e, until of th e required consistency. 
By th e tim e breakfast is ready it will be 
light as a foam . 
It is scarcely necessary to 
add any soda the first m orning. 
T o w hat 
rem ains after th e m eal is finished add cold 
water and flour, as a t first. 
T he second 
m orning, w hen the boiiing w ater is stirred 
in, add about one-fourth of a teaspoon of 
sx ia . 
E ven- baking day p u t in a teacup of 
th e prepared yeast. 
A t the start, it m ight 
he well to tiae m ore than a cup. to insure 
lightness. 
I w ould suggest that those w ho 
use com pressed yeast take a cup o f bread 
sponge after it is risen, as there are m any 
w ho do not m ake up the soft yeast, but pnt 
the bread to sponge th e first thing. 
T he 
lady from w hom I got this recipe » y g th at 
if w arm w ater is used for th e bnckw heat 
batter, the cakes are alm ost certain to be­ 
com e «our after a short tim e ; w here if coitl 
w .te r is used they are a j certain not to.

T h a t T hey Should 
be T a u g h t H ouse­ 
k eep in g No tin e llo u b ts. 
I t is agreed on ail sides th at our A m er­ 
ican girls should be tau g h t how to keep 
house. 
One of th e m ost sensible articles 
on th is subject is in Good Housekeeping. T he 
w riter says : " It is by no m eans necessary 
to keep your d au g h ter in th e kitchen half 
th e tim e to accom plish these results, no r is 
it essential th a t she should be skilled on 
h er m arriage day w ith every kind of cook­ 
ery. and be able to get up a first-class d in ­ 
n er on short notice. 
T his should not be 
expected anv m ore th an th a t she should go 
to th e blackboard and unerringly dem on­ 
strate th e 
forty-seventh 
proposition of 
Kuclid three o r four years alter she has 
graduated at som e 
excellent sem inary. 
* * 
* 
B ut the elem ents of dom estic 
know ledge should he thoroughly m astered, 
an d a suitable am ount of practice given in 
im portant details. 
T he in telligent girl w ill 
know how to apply such know ledge w hen 
th e proper tim e com es. 
T he n atu ral im itativeness of children is 
to he m ade available, w hich the m other 
w ho herself looks after th e w ays o f her 
household w ill find an easy m atter. ' * * 
“ T he little ones like to be useful, if they 
see others about them useful; they like to 
follow th e m other about th e house un d er 
pretense of helping, though often hindering 
h e r; they enjoy using th eir little hands 
about som ething th at older people do : in 
fact, to w ork un til false notions are instilled 
into th eir m inds. * * * M ost young 
girls delight to have som e sm all household 
d u ty com m itted to th eir care ; and if this 
disposition sh o u ld he fostered, instead of 
being discouraged, as it often is, on the 
g round th a t they cannot do th e thing as 
well as an older person, they w ould, w ith 
rare exceptions, grow up w ith sufficient 
know ledge of those hom e m atters and in ­ 
terest in them about w hich now adays there 
is so m uch com plaint th a t young ladies 
know so little, and care less.” 
M rs. E llen Bliss H ooker, in th e sam e 
jo u rn al, w rites : “ W e hear a great deal 
about th e decline in m atrim onial alliances, 
and m uch th a t is very absurd is said and 
w ritten of it—m ainly, it is urged, th at 
w om en are not fitted for wives of m en w ith 
m oderate incom es, 
it is said th a t co-oper­ 
ative housekeeping w ould insure a greater 
degree of fam ily life. 
W hen from large 
factories, stores, laundries, and the like, we 
can so order ou r hom e living as to lessen 
th e expenses incident upon th e keeping up 
of a large establishm ent, th e dispensing of 
an arm y of servants, aud proportionate ex ­ 
penditure for food, etc., m en o f sm all capi­ 
tal can afford to m arry, hire room s and 
h ave m eals served therein for a com para­ 
tively sm all consideration. 
W ithout ques­ 
tion m any y oung m en w ho w ould gladly 
establish hom es of th eir ow n are deterred 
from so doing by th e m anifest extravagances 
(as they call it) of th e young w o m en /’ 
B ut th e w riter th in k s th at th e young 
w om en of this generation are basely m is­ 
judged. 
Because at th e various sum m er 
resorts they lay aside all care, and give 
them selves up to recrearo n . it is assum ed 
th at they have uo dom esticity in th eir 
m ake-up! and th a t th e sum m er-day frolic 
is an index of th eir entire lives. 
N ine 
tim es in ten, if th e tru th were told, it 
w ould be found th a t th e young w om an 
w ho is styled so frivolous has, w ith her 
ow n dainty lingers, fashioned th e garm ent 
w hich seem s to the u n in itiated so extrava­ 
gant. 
Y oung m en w ill do w ell to gain 
m ore inform ation before m aking rash criti­ 
cism s.

A T h r illin g In c id e n t In th e L ife o f A lex - 
a u d e r I.

T h at was the face 
of the E m peror him self. 
A hi a r h u n t in his ow n native forests 
w as A lexander's favorite am usem ent, an d 
no one could im agine w hat it w as th at 
m ade him look so gloom y on this beautiful 
m orning, w ith such a capital prospect for 
good sport. 
T he tim e had been w hen his chosen com ­ 
rade—C ount 
N ikolai 
Soboleff, th e best 
sportsm an in St. Petersburg, n ex t to the 
Czar him self— h ad been beside him . as a 
m atter of course, on ail excursions of this 
kind. 
B ut the tw o friends had grown cold 
to each other, and causes of q u arrel had 
arisen and m ultiplied u n til at length A lex­ 
ander, having, or rath er th in k in g he had 
(for the fault had 
never 
been clearly 
provtd). grave cause of offense against his 
form er friend, ended by b an ish in g h im to 
a lonely fortress in the m ost out-of-the-w ay 
p art ol eastern R ussia. 
B ut now th e m erry m usic of tiie horns 
and th e fam iliar cries o f th e h u n ters, the 
bracing keenness of the country air. the 
sight o f the woods th a t he knew and loved 
so well, brought hack th e old tim es as 
freshly as ever. H e rem em bered how often 
h e anil Soboleil h ad m arched side by side 
over th e snow for m iles, follow ing th e 
sharp lioof-prints of an elk or th e huge 
round paw -m arks of a black hear, and the 
th o u g h t of his old com rade p in in g in th a t 
dism al place rose up h au n tin g ly in his 
m ind. 
H ark ! w hat was th a t? 
All the party 
halted und held th eir breath to listen. Yes, 
there could he no m istake about it. 
K arin 
th e distance was heard the shrill, long- 
draw n bugle call w hich told th a t the gam e 
was found. 
T h e first note of th a t w ell-know n call 
was quite enough to drive every other 
th o u g h t o u t of t lie m ind of such a horn 
sportsm an as th e E m peror A lexander. Tiie

B ut still he was kept in 
sight by th e m ysterious m an in th e fur 
cap, w ho seem ed, indeed, to he draw ing 
closer and closer to him , though w ithout 
coining so near as to attract aitention. 
M ore curious still, although no bear had 
appeared as yet. h e was already loosening 
iiis hunting-knife in its sheath, as if expect­ 
ing to have to use it very shortly.

T h e T o ta l E c lip s e o f 1887. 
T he year 1887 has in store for astrono­ 
m ers a total eclipse o f th e sun, w hich can 
be observed from convenient stations in 
E urope. 
T his eclipse occurs on th e 19th of 
A ugust, and th e line of to tality passes 
through B erlin and a little to th e no rth of 
Moscow. 
T he event w ill give astronom ers 
an excellent oppo rtu n ity to pursue Iheir 
studies on th e su n ’s surroundings. 
O ur 
G overnm ent ought to m ake im n n d iate prep­ 
arations to send a large and w ell-equioped 
p arty to observe this eclipse. 
W e believe 
excellent results m ight be obtained in de­ 
term in in g th e extent of th e su n 's su rro u n d ­ 
ings by th e use o f rapid photograph lenses 
o f w ide angle, iu ordinary cam eras. 
A 
lens of six inches focus w ould produe a 
very sm all im age of th e sun, b u tw o u ld in ­ 
close a w ide fieid of th e heavens, and, w ith 
very rapid plates, the faint illum inatio n 
about the sun m ight be photographed. 
O bservation of th e total eclipse this year 
w as nelgected by ou r astronom ers, because 
a com m ittee of the N ational A cadem y of 
Sciences reported to Congress th a t the tim e 
was too short to prepare th e necessary in ­ 
strum ents. 
T h e in stru m en ts desired were 
not nam ed. 
It is presum ed th at they w ere 
elaborate 
in stru m en ts for 
photography. 
Such in stru m en ts are costly and largely 
experim ental, and it w ould therefore be 
well to try sim pler devices. 
Rapid lenses 
of short focus covering a w ide field are 
likely to prove superior to large lenses of 
long focus in w hich th e field is greatly con­ 
tracted. 
Large lenses o f very sh o rt focus 
cannot be easily constructed. 
Spherical 
and chrom atic aberration cannot be over­ 
com e, and to m ake them as effective as 
sm aller lenses, th e ap ertu re m ust be con­ 
tracted, so there is little gain. 
It is to be hoped th at th e m atter of the 
eclipse in A ugust w ill be laid before Con­ 
gress in tim e for suitable preparation. Con­ 
gress has alw ays show n a w illingness to 
provide am ple m eans for observation of 
total eclipses and o th er great astronom ical 
events. 
B ut Congress has often been so 
tardy th a t lack of adequate preparation has 
greatly interfered w ith successful observa­ 
tion. 
A m erican astronom ers m ay w ell 
devote th eir aitention to tw o subjects—the 
determ ination of th e character and th e ex ­ 
te n t of th e su n 's vaporous surroundings, 
and th e search for th e intra-M ercurial 
planets. 
T h is search should not be given 
over, for the non-e.\ist»nee of such planets 
has not been dem onstrated, and there are 
excellent reasons for believing th a t th eir 
existence m ay yet be com pletely estab­ 
lished .— Rochester Democrat.

F ilters —Most o f th e ordinary dom estic 
filters—and especially those of spongy iron 
carbon, stone, gravel and cellulose—are 
pronounced hy a Germ an physician, D r. 
Plaggc, to he ot little or no value for p u ri­ 
fying w ater, as th ey do n o t rem ove th e liv­ 
ing organism s, or bacteria, and allow such 
germ s as those o f ty p h u s and citolera to 
pass w ithout hind-ance. Clay and asbestos 
filters w ere found to have som e effect in 
stopping infectious m atters, hut w ere not 
long reliable. 
H esse lias recom m ended 
strongly com pressed asbestos, and espe­ 
cially dense celhi o f clay, as yielding w ater 
p erm an en tly germ free, h u t ttf these filter­ 
ing m aterials Dr. Piagge is unable to speak 
from his ow n observation or experim ent. 


F l a n n e l Ca k e s.—T ake tw o large spoons 
ot cornm eal, w ith h alf a teaspoon ot lurd, 
or a piece as iarge as a hickory-nut. 
P o u r 
on boiling w ater—enough to scald the m eal 
w ell. 
T hen th in it w ith cold w ater, aftet 
w hich stir into it one and one-half cups of 
flour, one cup of sour m ilk, one teaspoon of 
soda, one scant teaspoon of salt, one beaten 
egg; and after it is well beaten add one and 
o n e-half spoons of sugar. 
Rake on a 
griddle.

A B u d d h is t S o u p.—To one can of tom a­ 
toes and one quart ol boiling w ater avid tw o 
onions, one sm all carrot, h alf a sm all 
turnip, two o r three sprigs of parsley or a 
stalk of celery, all m inced fine ; boil for an 
h our, adding boiling w ater as it boils aw ay, 
so th at the q u an tity m ay rem ain tiie sam e. 
Season w ith h alf a teaspoonful of pepper 
and a tablespoonful each of salt and sugar. 
M ix a tablespoonful of b utter w ith tw o 
heaping tablespoonfuls of tiour, adding 
enough soup lo m ake 
it 
pour easily. 
P our this in to th e soup and lioil for five 
m in u tes; strain and serve w ith croutons 
of toasted bread or crackers. 
T o P u k i.e O y st e r s.— F ree one hun d red 
oysters from any bits o f s h e ll; strain the 
liquor over them and p u t them in a stew- 
pan. w ith enough w ater added th a t they 
shall he barely covered. 
If there is suffi­ 
cient liquor no w ater will he needed. 
Add 
a sm all handful of salt, set th e pan on tiie 
tire and let th e oysters scald, ju st enough 
to cause them to sw ell. 
T hey m ust lie 
w atched, an d as soon as they sw ell rem ove 
them w ith the skim m er, laying them care­ 
fully on dishes to cool. 
S train the liquor 
and add to it one-third as m uch vinegar, 
blades of m ace, w hole w hite pepper and 
w hole allspice to taste. 
Let this boil once 
or twice, and pour over the oysters, w hich 
have been placed in stone jars. T h e ovs- 
iers should be perfectly fresh and quite 
large. 


C h o c o l a t e— W hen B rillat-Savarin asked 
th e secret of th e delicious ch o 'o late served 
him at th e C onvent of the V isitation, at 
Bellcy, th e S uperior said; " \Ylien you w ish 
to have good chocolate, have it m ade over 
night in an earthenw are pot, and leave it in 
it. 
By rem aining, it becom es concentrated 
and acquires a softness th a t greatly im ­ 
proves it.” adding : “ T he good God cannot 
be offended at this trifling nicety, fur H e 
H im self is all perfection." S avarin's recipe 
is: O ne ounce and one-half of chocolate 
for each cup, broken to pieces and dissolved 
gradually in w ater, increasing in h e a t; slir 
it w ith a wooden spatula and boil for fifteen 
m inutes. 
Served w ith w hipped cream or 
w ith m ilk and sugar. 
Chocolate au lait is 
m ade as above, b u t w hen dissolved the 
requisite am o u n t of boiling m ilk is poured 
upon it in snrall quantities, and then it is 
stirred rapidly un til all th e m ilk is added. 
It m ust then boil tip once, and it is ready 
to serve. 
Less th an an ounce and one-half 
m ay be used for one cup, and it w ill still he 
good, although, of course, not so rich. 


T u r k e y 
w it h T ruuki.e s.— T urkey w ith 
truffles is a dish dear to th e heart ol the 
epicure. 
T he turkey should tie fat, as 
" lean m eat goeth ill w ith dry truffles. ’ Se­ 
lect a plum p, freshly killed hen turkey of 
ten pounds w eight. 
W ash am i cleanse 
thoroughly one pound and a h alf of sound 
truffles, and after reserving a q u arter of a 
pound for the sauce cut the rem ainder into 
halls an inch in diam eter. 
W eigh the par­ 
ings am i take an equal quantity of fat salt 
pork. P ound the parings to a sm ooth paste, 
and add to it th e tat pork, also beaten 
sm ooth ; m ix together, seasoning w ith salt 
and pepper u n til perfei tly sjuooth. and add 
the truffle bails to it. 
Fill the turkey w ith 
this paste, sew it up and h I it hang fo ra 
week or longer, if the w eather be cold 
enough. 
Cover tiie turkey w ith buttered 
paper and bake or roast it. 
F o r th e truffle 
sauce m ince th e q u arter of a pound of 
truffles very fine, and put them in a pan on 
th e lire w ith som e butter, about two ounces, 
and shake it frequently for ten m inutes. 
A dd ball a p in t o f strong stock, seasoning 
w ith salt and pepper and a ghias of sherry 
wine. 
Let all this sim m er for fifteen m in ­ 
utes ; 
skim the fat from th e surface and 
set ve.

DR. NEWMAN’S RECENT "AMERICAN” 
SERMON. 


Rev. J. P. Newman, D. IF, of W ashing­ 
ton— who not long since spent some mouths 
on this coast—on Thanksgiving Day last 
preached a sermon, which in many re­ 
spects struck boldly a responsive chord in 


Am erican sentim ent, and created a demand 
for ¡G publication that has resulted in put­ 
ting the sermon before the country in 
IxHik form. 
T he genera! demand for it, 
the wide distribution it is having, and the 
comment it is excitin g.strongly indicate the 
spirit in which its utterances are received 
and constitute sufficient present reference 
to it. 
The points made and doctrines ad­ 
vanced by the distinguished preacher— 


which are dividing public opinion in some 
respects and securing its approval in others 
— the general reader is entitled to have 


presented in the popular form of brevity. 
These points 
we summarize, presenting 


every salient feature of the discourse, to 
stand upon its own merits, and reserving 


comment for the present .md greater con­ 
venience of space. 
From statem ent of our 
national progress and wealth, that is not 


w ithout statistical interest, he proceeded to 
im juire into “ the d ivine purpose ” of plac­ 
in g us among the nations of the earth, and 
the mission of the Republic. 
T he first proposition in his major pre­ 


m ise is, that within a zone o f power 1» tween 
the I’•0th and 60th parallels of north lati­ 
tude have existed the great nations of the 
past, in it exist all of the present, atul 
w ithin it is otir home. 
W hy designate 
this is a charmed t írele, -¡in e north of it 
have existed nations o f wealth, luxury anti 
inlluenee, and south of it are Egypti 
Aral-!"., India and other nations that have 
lived in splendor ’ 
Because, he "replies, 
w ithin that belt hav ■ existed the nations 
that have riven direction to the thought of 
mankind, nave created the philosophy for 
the r.iee, given jurisprudence, history and 


oratory, poetry, ai t, science, and govern­ 
m ent to mankind. 
( lur h.-ation, tl;-n, is in accord with a 


foretold destiny, is for a purpose, and the 
mission of the nali m is, therefore, for the 
accom plishm ent of 
t parpo-- of I’rovi- 
deniv “ for the deration of mankind to a 
latter future."

Abruptly—with startling suddenness— 
the preacher here reached the conclusion 
of h is syllogism; 
\\ i are new l.nmd t«» cali a halt along the line 
ol Immigration; tosar to those peoples of the 
Olft World that this i- not a ttew Africa, nor a 
new Ireland, nor a new Germany, nor a new 
Italy, nor a new England, nor n ’new Ru—ia: 
that this is not a hrothe! for the Mormon, a 
fetich for the negro, a country for the ticket-of- 
leave man; not a place for the criminal- and 
pauper- of Europe: but this country is for man 
—man itphis inlettigt-noe, man in his morality, 
man in his loveot libertv; man. whoattcver lie 
is, w lieresoevcr he cometh. 
l i e would hare us. if not close the gates, 


place them ajar, declare that this country is 
for Americans— that is, typical Americans. 


H e would have the nation by its policy 
proclaim to tbe world that he is an Amer­ 
ican, whether native or foreign bom, who 
accents seven great ideas which shall dif­ 
ferentiate him from all other peoples. 
Could he call the roll, he believed he 
would find as m anv intelligent foreigners 


who came here, not for selfishness, but for 
liberty and for Am erica’s sake, who would 
l>e in accord w ith the sentim ent of h is de­ 
claration that Am erica is for the typical 


Am erican. 
A fter paying a h igh tribute to the fo - 
eign elem ent that becomes Am erican by 


assim ilation— the typical A met ¡can, w ith ­ 


out regard to place of birth— he proceeded 


to specify the seven great attributes which 
lie holds to be the distinguishing features 
o f the true Am erican: ’ (1) T hat civil and 
political rights are not grants from supe­ 
rior- to inferiors, but flow out of the order 
and constitution o f Nature. 
(2) That 
moral force, not physical, is to m aintain 
these rights. 
(3) T hat their safeguards 


are individual culture and responsibility. 
1) That secular education is provided by 


the state, and is forever free from sectarian 


control. 
<01 That there is no alliance of 
State and Church ; the Governm ent non­ 


religious. but not irreligious, 
(til That 
the Sabbath is a day o f rest froui ordinary 
care and toil. 
' 7> That Christianity, in 


its ethics and charities, is the religion of 
this land. 
Proceeding upon these to fortify his po­ 
sition, he declared it a bold venture for the 
fathers to place personal liberty foremost 


without regard to birth or education or 
civilization, and sublim e courage alone in ­ 
spired the declaration that civil and po­ 
litical rights are not grants from su[>eriors. 


It is these that differentiate us from all 
others, that establish the doctrine that we 
are born free and equal, and that our polit­ 
ical 
rights are inalienable, inseparable 
from our birth. 
It was this declaration 


that astonished Europe and sent a chill 


through royal blood, but which oncom ing 
generations approved, and oncom ing cen­ 


turies w ill applaud. 
So it follows that the 
naturalized citizen must renounce all al­ 
legiance to princes and other governments, 
and reject the assumed superiority of any 
human grantor. 
As the fathers asserted 
moral force a- the defense of a government 
by the people, but of a citizenship that 
makes every m -miter 
a soldier in 
the 
disguise o f a citizen, comes the moral 
sentim ent, which in its aggregation is pub­ 
lic opinion, m ightier than 
arm ies 
or 


navies. 
O ut of the individuality of the 
citizen conies the 
collective man, our 


national life. 
“The Am erican citizen is a 


republic of one,” exclaim ed tbe preacher, 
thus originating a more forcible expression 


for an old and vital truth. H e is an Am er­ 
ican, no m atter whether native or foreign 
ltorn, who accepts the segregation of pub­ 


lic education from the teachings of the 
church— a bold move in ¡tolitical science 


by the fathers. 
Though intelligence is a 


boundless power, producing as much evil 
a- good, dam ning its w ell as blessing, vet 


we must, in loyalty to the organic principle 
of the G overnm ent, stand true to the new 
doctrine in the science o f statecraft, since 
wc can know no class but citizens, no obliga­ 
tion but protection, no duty hut the w el­ 


fare of the people. 
T h e doctrine of the 
segregation o f church and State must be 
acceepted 
by 
the 
foreigner 
who is 


to become typically American, to the re­ 
jection of all ideas o f temporal power here­ 
on the part o f church rulers and pon tills. 
H e is a true Am erican citizen, he insisted, 
who m aintains the Sabbath day as an 
American institution which should be con­ 
secrated to rest from labor, and devoted to 


m ental and physical repose. He went so far 
in this declaration as to insist it shall not 
be a dav of recreation, to l>e spent in riot­ 
ous living and itt brawls, but in a manner 


in harmony w ith the institutions of relig­ 
ion and the dominant sentim ent of the 
country. 
T he tendency is to transplant 
the European Sabbath to America, and 
against this he em phatically protested. 
So far as its ethics are concerned, he in ­ 


sisted that a Christianity not of sect or 
creed, but as taught by the four evange­ 
lists, is essential to be recognized as the 
religion of the la n d ; to the end that it 
should lie embodied in constitutional and 
statutory la w ; to the. end that its teach­ 


ing- of the brotherhood of man should be 
accepted, and 
its lessons of fraternity, 
equality, justice and mercy be incorpor­ 
ated in the law of society. 


In conclusion, he insisted that the great 
movements among the peoples of earth 
menace us, and rai.-e the question— in the 


face o f the present vast im migration, the 
fact that Europe can send us 2,000,600 of 


im migrants a year for the next hundred 
years— “ W ho are those that com e’.-” 
H e 
asserted, in discussing this inquiry, that 
most immigrants are “ by twelve tim es ” 
more disposed to crim e than a ie those of 


native stock, and some statistical data is 
given in support of th is allegation ; thus, 
that in 1S70, 20 percent, of the population 


o f New England was o f foreign birth, and 
furnished To percent, of the crime. 
Sta- 


ti.-ti -s of the liquor traffic, he also cited 
at length, to fortify the statement that 
serious danger 
on.:;- to us from inebriety 


among the foreign population. 
Tim s in 
Philadelphia, out of 8,034 persons engaged 
in the liquor traffic, the statisticians place 
Vtnericans at 17o( w hile all others arc for- 
cign.

land possession subject to any churcb— tbe 
instance of a Territory being cited where 
a church is the dominant 
landlord. 
H e 
would extinguish mention, and thought if 


passible, of classification of voters— a senti­ 
ment, by the way, the R eí oru-L'nton 
gave allegiance to long since. 
There 
should be no Irish vote or German vote, 


let us add, no Iri-h-.Yiuericans, nor Ger- 
man-Americans, nor native Americans, but 
only two classes recognized in politics or 
society— Am ericans and aliens. 
Dr. Newman spoke boldly in conclusion 
for extension of the term of residence re­ 
quired for naturalization to ten or fifteen 
years, drawing a broad distinction be­ 
tween the native-born boy who leaves 
school at 18, intelligent and Am erican in 
thought, purpose and ambition, but who 
must wait still three years before voting, 
and the foreigner, of whom is required but 
five years of probation. 
H e would have 
also a clearer definition of what constitutes 
the “ good moral character ” which must 
be proven a- a prerequisite to admission to 
citizenship. 
Thus protected, he lrelieves 
the nation may look forward to a glorious 


future. 


THE FUNDED DEBT 
AGAIN. 


In the space of less than a quarter of a 
column the legislative correspondent of 
lite San Francisco Bulletin, treating of the 
funded debt of Sacramento, crowds more 
error anil rubbish than we have ever 
known to be equaled by any previous e x ­ 
ploit of a bull in a china shop. 
A -ingle 
exam ple w ill suffice: 


TheCarfo’l Pill, against which there fs de­ 
cided oppo. i:ion in and our. of the Lecis’a u e, 
proposes t » i- creas*; the nnn-ial tax for the 
liquida; ioa of the obliga-ions of the city to 
about $3i,C00 a year. Heinra special law. how­

prob-.hly not be passed. The 
t.ppnpv: ts- i it declare that they are for the rc- 
peal of the Fundoiv Act oflS76. which wotfld at 
I once depreciate the bonds so that the city could 


buy them in at almo-t nothing. The latter ap­ 
pears to be a scheme to openly deirnud tbe 
bondholders. 
H ere’s history and financial logic for 
y ou ! 
W hoever heard of a Funding Act 
! of 1876 ? 
T he idea that the repeal of the 
Act of 1872 would so depreciate the 1 sands 
us to m ake them valueless and amount to 
a fraud upon the bondholders is provoca­ 
tive of hilarious inirthfulness for its wild 
absurdity. 
W e prefer to charitably be­ 


lieve that some emissary of Daniel M eyer 
has got to the ear of the Bulletin corre­ 
spondent, and pumped him full of private 


advices, than to entertain the belief that 
the San Francisco journal has perm itted 
itself to be used knowingly against the 
liest interests of th is city. 
To point out 
the fallacy of the bulletin's statem ent, it 


is needed only to again refer to the figures 
wc gave yesterday. 
It was then shown 
that the abolition of the Funded Commis­ 
sion would appreciate the value of the bonds 


and be worth a cool $1500,000 to the bond­ 
holders. 
For instance, the Funded Debt 


Commission now holds nearly a h alf a 
m illion, or quite one-third of the bonds 
outstanding, and upon detached coupons 


am ounting to over $800,000 it draws in­ 
terest for the city from the sinking fund. 


Now 
any 
man 
can 
see, 
whose 
mental vision 
is 
at 
all 
clear, 
that 
the abolition o f the Commission would, by­ 


repeal o f the Act of 1872, cancel the 
bonds held by tbe Board, and that every 


dollar now drawn hack in behalf of the 
city would go to the bondholders. 
W ill 
the Bulletin stake its reputation for finan­ 
cial ability on the proposition that aug­ 
m entation o f a fund to pay interest on a 


security depreciates the value of the se­ 
curity ? 
W e think not. 
Again, assuming 
that the A ct is repealed, w ith $85,000 in 
the sinking fund next year to apply to 
interest 
payments— $55,00*) 
of 
which, 
under the Commission, would go to pay 
interc-t calls hv the coupons held bv it— 
the whole $85,000 would go to pay interest 


upoii $1,000,000 of bonds held by outside 
parties, whereas it is now used to pay 
interest upon $1,500,000 o f indebtedness. 
W ould such a consummation tend to de­ 
preciate the market value o f the outside 


bonds? Clearly n o t; on the contrary, it 


would send them up to par, and the more 
distant ones to a premium, since the in ­ 


terest is full and unctious, and the bonds 
to fall due at distant dates would thus in ­ 


sure the investm ent in long-continued fat re­ 
turns. T he 1 ondholders are only seem ingly 
opposing the repeal of the Act creating the 
Commission. 
In point o: fact they are 
laboring for its repeal, but to do so openly 
would be the worst policy for them im ag­ 
inable. 
W e must assume, therefore, that 
the B ulletin's representative has been be­ 
guiled and innocently m islead. 
Let the 
Bulletin understand that Sacramento does 
not desire to be a party to any dishonesty, 


or to have any part in defrauding its 
creditors; but its does m aintain the wis­ 
dom of policy that permits it to enter the 
market and buy up its outstanding undue 
securities on a level with other purchasers, 


and not one of the evidences of which in­ 
debtedness ever cost the bondholders any­ 


thing like face value, nor tbe h alf of it. 


’ GUTTER GAZETTE” LITERATURE. 


T he New Yerk Keening Post makes the 
weakness of the defense of journals that 
publish th e reports of scandal trials and 


other sham eful and fetid-filthy gutter mat­ 
ter, perfectly clear, when it retorts th a t: 
Nobody reads such stuff for the purpose of 
making himself better, and nobody is the better 
of reading it. It isa soit of literature which 
used to be confined to books, which were ex­ 
pensive because they were necessarily scarce 
ana hard to get at, being in every country un­ 
der the ban of the police, of the clergv, of pa­ 
rents and teachers, luonrday. however, it lias, 
thnaugh the newspaper press, broken loose 
from the oid bounds, and goer to every house 
along with the morning bread and milk, and is 
bought and sold iu the streets like matches or 
cigars. It reaches men, women and children iu 
our day just as if it were mixed with the flour, 
or butter, or coffee, because the newspaper has 
become an article of daily household necessity. 
Every editor can at least once till thousands of 
homes with stuff which a hundred years ago 
had to in* sought for with shame anil fear, and 
concealed when found, and of which nobody 
acknowledged the possession but the old roues, 
who made up libraries of what are called Lu­ 
dibrio. 
T he ch ief claim of the publishers of 


otherwise decent journals, in excuse for 
the publication of revolting and debasing 
matter, is that the public demand such 
literature. 
But if that be true— which 
cannot be shown— how can it justify the 


conscience-feeling publisher in doing that 
his very offensive attitude proves to he de­ 
m oralizing and wrong? 
T he newspaper 
men who are convinced of the error of the 
filth policy are m oving at the East and in 
England to secure its abandonment by 
common consent, and thus impose upon 
the virtue o f publishers a severe strain, 
when the tem ptation to fatten the purse 
otters. 
W e agree with the Post that there 
is very little to be hoped for from stu b an 


eflbrt. 
As our contemporary puts i t ; 
Hie very qualities which lit a man for the 
conduct of a thriving two-cent pap r make it 
almost impossible for him to support unmoved 
the spectacle of a roarioe trade done by a rival 
in news \\ iiiclt he might have had. were he less 
pure and public-spirited. All his training and 
alt his talents tend to unfit him for such an 
ordeal, and yet every one who suppressed 
tilt hr reports from high motives would be sub- 
j-cted to it. For, besides every good editor who 
is seeking the elevation of mankind, there 
exists a wicked editor, who takes a wholly 
humorous view of the elevation of mankind, 
end d ies not care what becomes of the race as 
long as bis own dividends ace good. And the 
savage ioy with which tlic latter wonld ladle 
out the tilth and rake the money into the till 
would fill the goo.1 editor’s sold with bitterness, 
and finally, in most cases, drag bitu down into 
tire pit. 
This is ;tn entirely correct view, and 
leads us to the conclusion we regret our 
contemporary fails to express, though it 
probably entertains the belief, that the 


only remedy to stop th e washing of filthy 
linen in public is to make it crim inal. 
W hy not? 
If one exposes his person 


before his neighbor’s door, he is pounced 
upon 
by the police and carted off to 
prison. 
Y et that offense is immeasurably 
less heinous, because so revolting, than 
to 
print 
colum ns 
of 
filtli, 
moral 
rottenness and 
exposure of disgusting 
amour, m arital infidelities and the arts of 
procurement, “ done u p ” in racy English, 
and force the precious record upon the at­ 
tention of the youth of the land; 
the 
wives, daughters and untouched sons of the 
hom e-loving and decency-respecting citi­ 


zen. 
“ Censorship of the press!” 
Yes, censor­ 
ship ; for that purpose, since “ liberty o f 


the press” was never m eant to im ply li­ 
cense to contam inate the fountains of so­ 


ciety. and m ake every child in the land 
foul with the touch of moral leprosy, as 
such literature w ill do for the generation 


com ing on, unless a censorship to the e x ­ 
tent indicated is set up. 
It is sim ply im possible to expect, and 
thinking m en fully realize it. the homes’of 
the country to give us a virtuous, pure- 
minded, woman-res¡>ect¡ng, oncom ing gen­ 
eration, if im pure newspaper literature has 
free access to the fireside. 
N o man is so 
absurd as to think that he can put forbid­ 
den books into tbe bands of his sons and 
daughters, and expect them 
not to be 
smeared with the pitch, any more than ex ­ 
pect them to dwell in malarial swamps 
and not be affected by the deadly miasm. 
Y'et the forbidden looks, from the vilest to 
those of most finished style and highest 
literarv excellence, could not prove so 


harmful to youth, as the daily newspaper 
that reeks with reports such as those that 
characterized accounts of the Campbell d i­ 
vorce case. 
No wonder the Post takes a 
dism al view of the wlude question, and 
despairs of a remedy. 


A PEANUT POLICY. 


Nicknam es have attached to parties, 
m easures and men, that have proved more 
disastrous to them than argum entative 
opposition, policies or doctrines. 
Lot the 


Democracy look to it that it does not in­ 
vite aud deserve the appellation, “ The 


Peanut Party.” 
T hat party now coolly 
proposes, by its leaders, to strike down the

clined to 38,000,000pounds.

T h e health authorities in San Francisco 
arealarm ed at the prevalence and increase 


of diphtheria in that city, and the propri­ 
ety of closing the public schools is being 
seriously considered. 
Not that the school 
buildings are in an unsanitary condition, 


but because the interm ingling o f children 
tends to the spread of the pest. 
The au­ 
thorities there—and everyw here, for that 
m atter—should not only [irohibit attend­ 
ance at school by children from fam ilies 
diphtheria 
lias 
recently 
afliicted, 
but 
they should do as has been done in P hila­ 
delphia, rigidly prohibit public funerals of 
victim s of diphtheria. 
T he spread of the 
disease is aided by attendance at such 
funerals. 
Interm ents oi victim s of the 
pestilence should be attended by the few­ 
est possible number. 
Moreover, the local 
health regulations should require those 


suffering from the disease to lie isolated— 
so far as that is possible— and no per­ 
sons perm itted to come into the room 
where they are ill except those needed to 
nurse them . 
A few such regulations rig­ 
idly enforced as is done when sm all-pox 
is epidem ic, are absolutely necessary. 
In 
P hiladelphia the enforcem ent of such or­ 
dinances has proven h igh ly beneficial, and a 
positive check to the spread of the disease. 


A Bit.I, is pending before the Senate re­ 
quiring the plain tiff in an action for libel 
or slander, or for m alpractice in surgery or 


m edicine, to give, as a pre-requisite to be­ 
ing heard, a bond $500 w ith sureties, for 
the paym ent of costs and charges. 
It is 


well enough to jirotect people against 
mere blackm ailing suits, but 
let it be 


asked how far the law should go in closing 
its doors to the hum blest citizen in the 
land. 
T he poor man unable to respond to 
a money judgm ent would be practically 
shut out of Court, however meritorious his 
case, since it is known to all that it is be­ 
com ing daily more and more difficult to 
secure bondsmen for any 
purpose, and 


scores of citizens enter into obligations 
with each other not to sign any security 
bond or ¡taper. 
Now the man w ithout 
means or friends w illing to pledge them selves 


to the payment of money for him ought 
not to lie shut out from prosecuting an 
action for injury done his character or his 


person. 
If the bill cannot be so amended 
as to avoid the d osin g of the doors of the 
Courts tijton 
the jioor, it ought to be 
abandoned. 


T h e New York Commercial, exasperated 


by the damage done to public business by 
the 
coal-handlers 
and 
supplem ental 
strikes, asks if the 
country is hereafter 
to he rttied as heretofore “ by the w ill of 


goods from one route to another, and since 
it ojierates restrictively upon one class of 
carriers and leaves their com petitors free 


from control, it naturally presents itself to 
the legislative com m ittee of t he K nights 
of Labor as unjust and unwisely discrim in­

A lloom in Orchard aud Vineyard Lands 
—The Proposed R ailroad E xtension. 
A correspondent, writing from I’tacer- 
ville, says that E l Dorado county never 
had so flattering and ¡irosperous an outlook 
as at present. 
The orchardists and vine- 
yardists are putting out a large acreage, 
th e former planting Bartlett pears and 
French prunes, the latter tlie choicest varie­ 
ties of w ine, tabic and raisin grapes. 
Land 
throughout the county has appreciated in 
value from 50 to 100 per cent., and in som e 
more favored localities is valued at five 
tim es what it was two years ago. 
A t this 
tim e alm ond trees are in full bloom, and 
the orange crop at its best. 
The farmer 
here has learned in the past few years that 
the orange can be grown as successfully iu 
our foot bills as can the apple. 
The only 
requisite is to get the groves located, not 
on the lowest ground, nor yet on the hill 
tops, but between the extrem e, and shel­ 
tered front the north wind3, w hich, by the 
way, are not prevalent in this section. 
A 
man who has tw enty acres o f bearing Bart­ 
lett jiears in this county is assured of an 
incom e of $5,000 per annum . 
A ny man 
with a sm all am ount o f capital can secure 
that in three years from planting. 
W hat m ost interests our Piacerville peo­ 
ple and which would m ake FI Dorado take 
a first rank am ong the horticultural cou n ­ 
ties of tbe State, is better railroad facilities. 
The 
road 
now 
term inates at Shingle 
Springs, and so far as our fruit shijmtents 
are concerned, m ight as well stop at Fol­ 
som . 
W e are still in hopes that the rail­ 
road [ico¡>le w ill recognize tbe undeveloped 
wealth o f our soil, the im m ensity o f our 
timber belt, the value and extent of our 
quarries, the richness of our quartz and 
scam m ines, and extend the road twelve 
m iles beyond its term inus, w hich will 
bring it to Piacerville, the county seat. 
This w ill open up a market for much m a­ 
terial now too remote from the railroad to 
handle 
with profit, w ill encourage the 
fruit-grower, and cause otir hills and valleys 
to be planted toorcbards and vineyards. As 
a business (>roj>ositioii tbe railroad jieople 
should do it. 
As a business ¡imposition 
the ¡teople of this section should m ake it 
an object for the railroad to do it. 
The 
railroad com pany lias m ade two surveys 
from Shingle Springs to l ’lacerviUe, and 
the cost of construction wiD be slight in 
either case. The road w ill likely com e into 
the town through the 
deep cut made 
through Coon H ollow H ill by tbe working 
of a gravel m ine. 
W e expect to see the 
locom otive run into a depot in this town 
w ithin the n ext tw elve m onths, and when 
that day comes we w ill have a boom :n 
real estate second only to that of Los A n­ 
geles.

The majority of the committee reported against 
it. A minority report favoring it» passage was 
also brought in anti read as follows : 
“ The undersigned, being a minority of the 
Committee on Constitutional Amendments, to 
whom was referred the Act proposing an amend­ 
ment to Section 1 of Article XIII. of the Consti­ 
tution oi the State of California, relating to ex­ 
empting from taxation, under the luws oi this 
State, growing vines and Iruit trees, most rc- 
spcctfully l»eg leave to dissent from the major­ 
ity report of said committee. The resources of 
our laud is drained to its fullest capacity in 
support oi State, county and city governments. 
Nearly every entcrpr se in this Sta*c depends 
ultimately upon the productiveness of our land 
for its supjiort and prosi»erity. The profits of 
the fanner goes out to enrich and sustain people 
engaged in all the other industries ot life. A 
failure in the crops of the fanner produces 
stagnation in the business of the country, and 
its prosperity or inert ion depends upon the pro­ 
ductiveness of the earth. With proper eucour 
agement every fertile spot of land in this State 
will be set to vines or trees that U not already 
utilized with that particular improvement ap­ 
propriate to its loca ity. If the farmer is obliged, 
to plant his vines and trees, and pass through 
vears of experimriit, labor and expenditure, 
without profit, but with an increased taxation 
upon their experiments, laliorsand expenditure, 
nothing would be more calculated to stills in 
its infancy those industries upon w hich the 
wealth of ’the State is destined to be based. 
The lav.s and rules oi taxation are founded 
upon policy, and not upon logic. 
Upon the 
principle of logic then* is no reason why any 
property should escape taxation. The oak tree 
which furnishes acorns is a valuable assistance 
iu some parts of the Mate, at least it represents 
value iu firewood. 
The natural grasses that 
spring from the ground, tbe alfalfa and other 
grasses that are planted, are not taxed, and 
should not be: but if wc argued from >m*h prin­ 
ciples of logi t the rules ami system of taxation 
would necessarily include these articles, d ie 
fruits of the soil while growing should be <•<>□ 
siderod in taxation only in so ;ar a* they i lús­ 
trate the value and capacity of the bind. There 
is as much policy in exempting u certain cla»s 
of anieles from taxation as there is in appro­ 
priating from ¿late funds money t«* encourage 
and protect these articles. The questi n.thmi. 
is not * do trees and vines represent vain V but 
whether it is the policy of the Ft do to protect 
and encourage the man v. ho seek* the hil s and 
mountains toper'orm his labor, expen is his cap­ 
ital. and spend» his life in enriching the coffers 
of the State in building up its wealth, and in 
beautifying it> domains. Whether the men who 
exhaust all their wealth iu experiments, and 
until its success is assured, profitless, and which 
is attended with more than ordinary hardships, 
should need encouragement, is a question we 
candidly submit to the consideration of this 
house, and most earnestly recommend the ul>- 
mission of the policy contained in said proposed 
amendment to the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia."

The committee reports upon the bill were the 
subject of much discussion. 
The minority resort was finally adopted. 
Speeches were made agairnt the pmpofed 
amendment by Ellsworth Mawhews of Tehama, 
Knox, Brierlv'and Ohleyer. In favor of it by 
Wilcox. Coombs and Heath. 
The vote on the adoption of amendment stood 
ayes 35, uoe-» 27, and as it requires a two-thirds 
vote, was lost. Wilcox gave notice of reconsid­ 
eration. 
At 4:15 r. m. the House adjourned.

IRRIGATION INQUIRY. 


A Card from th e S ta tf K n gine.r—An Irri­ 
gation Logislatioi» Com m ission. 


E d s. R ecord-C nion : 
I’ermit m e to cor­ 
n e t for nivself, r,o lur as it m ay relate to 
ray view s and to certain facts, a possible 
wrong im pression which your editorial— 
"Irrigation In q u iry" —m ay convey. 
The 
article is so com plim entary to ¡11} self and 
kindly towards tbe work J have bad in 
charge, that I hesitate to appear to differ 
with you, or to suggest correction, but it is 
essential to ibe clear understanding o f the 
irrigation question, and to that of ray re­ 
port thereon. 
You speak of further physical exam ina­ 
tion and ita'a—more surveys, maps, irriga­ 
tion and 
water-supply 
statistics—being 
necessary, upon which to base legislation, 
and you quote m y report as apparently 
substantiating this view. 
In this you are 
in error. 
There is now in this office all 
the data of this character which tbe State 
need have, prelim inary to the establish­ 
m ent of a s .'stern of laws and adm inistra­ 
tion on water courses, water rights, irriga­ 
tion, etc. 
T he irrigation investigation committed 
to tbe átate Engineer is finished, and 
enough has been accom plished in its way 
for ail purposes o f a study for legislation. 
It rem ains now to com plete the publication 
o f the results and to utilize the data. 
The 
publication w ill, if suffered to go on. be 
com plete by the end o f the next fiscal year. 
I have advised the formation o f a tem por­ 
ary Irrigation Legislation Com mission to 
utilize the r*?su!ts. and I have pointed out 
reasons why such com m ission should be 
appointed, n a m e ly : 
First—That w hater r m ay he done at 
any session of the Legislature, on this sub­ 
ject, w ill require revision at the next, and 
that this could bc.-t be done not only upon 
tlie basis of tlit experience had in two years 
with the taw itself, bnt upon the observa­ 
tion o f that exneriettre and study 
T (he 
practicability ->t the m-.v law and its appli­ 
cability in different quarters of the State, 
by such a commis-.iou. 
Second—That through ’ho workings of 
such a com m ission c.niy can we hope to 
have the dilfereuccs of opinion on tics sub­ 
ject in various quarters ot the State har­ 
m onize so as to m ake ¡>osdb!e the accept­ 
ance of a general system . 
It is one thing 
to do tlie right thing o f this character, and 
another equally im portant to have it r>c- 
cepted- 
Third—That only by the work of such a 
com m ission can tin* m a-s of physical and 
practical data now acquired, and of polit­ 
ical, social and legal data easily acquired, 
be bandied, and a harm onious system 
evolved. 
I wish, in advocating the appointm ent ot 
such a com m ission, not to be understood 
as opposing irrigation legislation at this 
session, 
ltut I do say, whatever is done 
let the com m ission be created, else the sub­ 
ject m ay he no further advanced towards 
harm ony and com pleteness next session 
than it is this. 
No one hopes, as I under­ 
stand the matter, to enact a perfect law on 
any irrigation point at this session, and I 
to not see that any general harm can he 
done in the tw o years by enacting an im ­ 
perfect one now, if we have thecotniuission 
to consider its workings and recommend 
and secure its rem odeling at tbe next 
session.

H jstc ru S portsm en A htouixlied. 
it i* reported that wild ducks and geese 
are very num erous at the Sink of l ’utah at 
present. 
As is well known by local shoot­ 
ers, when the birds assemble over there in 
earnest there are hundreds of thousands of 
them , and the noise of their wings when 
they are eaused to get up is a roar that can 
be heard a long distance. It does not 
always follow that because the game is 
there any one can get it. 
Last Tuesday a 
m em ber of the Abbott company and a 
friend from New York, anxious to have a 
good shoot, engaged John Cochrane to go 
out with them and show them the hunting 
ground. 
He took them to the sink, and it 
was am using to hear the account the 
strangers gave on their return in the even­ 
ing, of w hat they saw during the day 
in the way of game. They declared they 
had, when they went out. an idea of 
w hat was m eant by ‘‘lots of ducks” and 
good shohting; but in their wildest dreams 
they bad not seen a locality where ducks 
were before, behind, beside and above 
them in such numbers, and more coming I 
“ We ex[>ectcd to see some ducks,” said one 
o f the gentlemen, "but didn’t expect to be 
put on the defensive by them 1” 
H e could 
scarcely believe that there were not as 
m any of the birds there then as is frequent­ 
ly the case, owing to there not being as 
m uch water as usual. The Eastern sports­ 
men look with them 75 partridges each. 
One of them shot away all his am m uni­ 
tion, and the other 45 shells, but they were 
so excited that they only got one duck, 
w hile Cochrane got If). 
Next day they 
w ent again, and reported better success 
when they returned, one having 12 ducks 
and the other 10 
It was looked upon as a 
little singular, however, that W . J. King, 
who is an expert, was shooting near them 
th at day and only brought in two ducks, 
and there was a suspicion that he opened a 
m arket over there! 


T h e S entencing of G a rd in e r. 
Judge Garoutte, of W oodland, in a re­ 
cent conversation with a Mail reporter, 
relative to the sentencing of Gardiner, the 
m urderer of Cuindon, in San Francisco, 
expressed the belief that Judge H unt made 
a m istake in fixing the punishm ent at im ­ 
prisonm ent for life, rem arking: 
’ “ You understand, a jury found Gardiner 
guilty of m urder in the second degree. 
The law fixes the penalty for such pifíense 
at im prisonm ent 
for a term of 
years 
not less than ten. The penalty for m ur­ 
der in the first degree is either death or 
im prisonm ent for life. 
Now while it was 
clearly within Judge H u n t’s power to send 
G ardiner to San Quentin for ninety-nine 
years, or any other num ber of years more 
than ten, he could not, under the law, 
inflict a punishm ent in this case which the 
law technically contemplates shall apply 
to m urder in the first degree and crim es of 
that order only.” 
“ W hat may be the resu.t ?" was asked. 
“ Simply this,” replied Judge Garoutte, 
“ unless the prosecution have the case 
taken up to tiie Supreme Court, and re­ 
m anded back for rejudgment, G ardiner 
w i'l apparently accept tLe situation. After 
a few m onths’ confinement his lawyers will 
sue out a w rit of habeas corpus, returnable 
before the Suprem e Court. The Court will 
find the sentence passed upon him null and 
void, and he will he liberated ; 
in that 
event be could not be rearrested for the 
killing of young Guindon.

At 1:30 r. m. yesterday the case of Milton 
M cW horter, charged with m anslaughter in 
fatally shooting T. G. Robinson in front of 
the State House Hotel in this city on the 
10th of last ’August, during an encounter 
growing out of an arttclc in Mr. M elt bor- 
ter’s paper, the Marysville Democrat, which 
Mr. Robinson—a Deputy United States 
M arshal—thought reflected upon him u n ­ 
justly. was called for trial. 
The prosecu­ 
tion was represented by District Attorney 
B runer, A. L. H art and C. T. Jones, and 
the defense by Grove L. Johnson and 
Thom as A H urst, of W oodland.

tu rk ey , I was carried all n ig h t up th e 
m o u n tain s ou ponyback, and at break of 
day w as driven th ro u g h th e narrow n a t­ 
ural gatew ay th a t led to th e m ou n tain

p lateau su r­ 
rounded by n atu ral m ountail w alls. 
Cliffs 
risin g from 50 to 100 feet above th e ordinary 
level, approached by tortuous m o u n tain 
paths, m ade im pregnable the eyrie from 
w hich the fam ous chiefs and h s follow ers 
em erged to raid all over th e su rro u n d in g 
country.

B c x rcs G lo ei i.es rv M ilk .—It has long 
been a discussion as to whether the hatter 
globule has a caseous or membraneous 
covering or not. 
Experim ent made by I).-. 
Babcocs, ot the New York Experiment 
Station, during the past season seem s to 
settle this question. 
H e finds they are 
¡¡quid drops of tat held in th e m ilk, with­ 
out any covering at all save s h a t the m ilk 
affords. 
A s the albumen is t i e most vis­ 
cous .subitar.ee in the m ilk, it is not un­ 
likely that this adheres to the drops o f fat. 
giving them the appearance o f Laving an 
envelope. 
H e found that bv raising the 
temperature and agitating the m ilk, he 
could divide these microscopic drops, m ak­ 
ing Jersey fat globulw as tineas those of 
HoUtein-Friesian or Ayrshire m ilk, and 
even liner, ami by lowering the tempera, 
ture, to the right degree, the globules would 
unite, becom ing double and treble their 
natural size—and, indeed, continuing to 
double until they were visible to the eye, 


at a lower temperature united them into 
the consistency of butter. 
But em ulsions 
o f diiferent kinds of fats required different 
temperatures for churning. 
Too high a 
temperature would further divide the glo­ 
bules, and too low a temperature would 
prevent their cohesion at all.— American 
Dairyman.

" W hat shall I teach m y daughter?" 
The

Teach her that one hundred cents make 
a dollar.

Teacit her to embrace every opportunity 
for reading, and to select such hooks as 
w ill give her the m ost useful and practical 
inform ation in order to m ake the best 
progress in earlier as w ell as luter hom e 
and school life. 


R em edies fur th e fo d liii M oth. 
Jam es O’N eil, of Haywards, writes as 
follows to the Ilaral Press, concerning the 
above subject: 
I would like to give two rem edies for the 
codlin m oth, and if used as directed, am 
sure it w ill clear an orchard of those pests. 
I have used them both in Pennsylvania, 
and they w ill work fully as weil in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The first is; 
One tablespoonful of Paris 
green to two gallons o f water (or about one 
pound of the sam e to 45 gallons of water.) 
It is best to use the sm all quantities as they 
can be m ixed better. 
The trees want to he 
sprayed when the fruit is set and about the 
size of a pea, and before the calyx turns 
(t»wn. 
The wash is perfectly harmless, as 
the growth of the fruit and the winds 
throw it off before the fruit is ripe. 
It 
w ill prove of very little use if used at any 
other tim e than above stated, and one ap­ 
plication is enough. 
The other remedy is to m ake a strong 
solution of tobacco water, and to every five 
gallons add one-fourth pound of whale-oil 
soap, and after spraying the fruit anil 
foliage, wash the trunk to the ground. 
After the last rains paint the trunk with a 
solution o f cow manure and sulphur m ixed 
in the tobacco water. 
This serves as a pre­ 
ventive in keeping the larva: from clim bing 
up the tree. 
This latter remedy is as good 
as Paris green, if used as directed. 
The m ethod for m aking tobacco water is 
t i put the stem s into a sack and pour boil­ 
ing water on and let it stand in a barrel 
for a few days before squeezing out. 


C nr« for Itoup a n d G apes. 
It is extrem ely desirable to have a relia­ 
ble cure for botli of these pests of the poul­ 
try yard. W e therefore give the experience 
of a correspondent of one of our poultry 
exchanges with these diseases : 
I lake the lid of a blacking box and set it 
over a candle or lam p. 
The"time to do the 
fum igating is at about 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening. 
At that tim e the chickens are on 
the roost, and may be easily caught and 
w ill remain quiet the rest of the night, 
which is necessary for obtaining the best 
results. 
If you turn them out alter fum i­ 
gating them they m ay need a second dos­ 
ing. 
W ell, now to the point. 
As soon as 
the pan or lid is hot pour in a little carbolic 
acid. 
Take the chickens by the legs and 
hold them tight, as they w ill struggle to 
get loose. 
H old them in’ the gas until thev 
show signs of suffocating, and then take a 
little water and pour it down theirth roals; 
first add about five drops of acid to the 
quart of water. 
In the morning when yon 
get up you w ill find your chicks well and 
happy and free Irom gapes. 
This is also 
m y remedy for roup, o f which I have had 
m y share. 
As the old saying is, “ an ounce 
of prevention is worth a ton o f cure,” I use 
about five drops of carbolic acid to every, 
quart of water m y fowls get to drink, for 
hath old and young, and find it a most ex­ 
cellent stim ulant, as weil as prevention 
from disease. 
For both roup and gapes I 
have never known the fum es o f carbolic 
acid to fa il; it also acts as a cleanser of ver­ 
min on the fowl. 
I raise m y chicks in a 
brooder, and give them a variety of food. 
For the first three days hard boiled eggs 
and bread crumbs, equal parts, and then 
until ten days oatmeal or rice boiled, and 
every few days a little red pepper m ixed in. 
and then I begin to feed whole wheat, and 
every couple of days cracked corn and un­ 
boiled oatmeal. 


How t o T a k e a F o o t B a t h . — The best 
tim e to take a foot bath is not at night, but 
in the m iddle of the forenoon, when the vi­ 
tality is at its highest point. 
After im m er­ 
sing the feet for a tim e in hot water lift 
them out of the bath and dash a dipper or 
two of cold water over them and rub 
briskly till dry. 
By this sudden applica­ 
tion of cold water you have closed the pores 
and left the skin in a tonic condition : you 
have also sent the blood from the surface 
with such force that it m ust o f necessity, in 
follow ing the law of reaction, return with 
force, thus tending to m ake the feet u lti­ 
m ately warmer. 
W hen thoroughly dry 
draw on a pair of clean, well warmed hose, 
put on your boots and you are readv for a 
walk or ride, w ithout tear o f taking cold. 
Rubbing the feet with a little sw eet oil be­ 
fore putting on the stockings is a still fur­ 
ther preventive of colds. 
If you take a 
bath at bed lim e do not om it the clean, 
w ell dried stockiugi, or in place o f them , 
wrap the feet in liannel in order to keep 
•he heat that you have gained.—Dr/m it 
Free Press. 


Cu.ikou.nia F e c it fo r E n glan d .—Cali 
fom ia can unquestionably send fruits to 
England in line condition if the growers 
w ill 
properly 
organize. 
An im m ense 
quantity of grapes reach England packed 
in sawdust, and California " beats crea­ 
tion” as a grape grower. 
The waste of line 
fruit in California is shocking, considering 
there are so m any consum ers. 
London is 
the 
best market for fruit; for grap.es. 
peaches, nectarines, fine pears, ami the sort 
of fruit California produces in perfection : 
ami the carnage across the continent is now 
so rapid and by a system so perfect, as 
well as across the ocean, that the gardens 
of California should never be at a loss for a 
sale. 
The fruit gardens of California are a 
far bet .or investm ent than cattle ranches, 
indeed, we are only now being educated up 
to the fruit-consum ing point, which any 
nation would be sure to reach, given the 
opportunity of a full, cheap and continu 
ous supply.—Anglo-American Times. 


A p p le B i t t e r .—M aking apple b utter is 
alm ost one o f th e lost arts, but 1 have 
gathered the process from old experienced 
tolks, and New Y ork S tate farm ers say that 
it is apples pared, cored, cu t an d boiled in 
sw eet cider till th e w hole is a dark, rich 
pulp, and the cider is reduced one-half. 
No sugar is needed, for th e fruit furnishes 
its ow n sw eetness. 
H a lf th e apples m ay 
be sour and half sw eet, or all sweet, as one 
likes. 
It takes nearly tw o gallons of cider 
to m ake one o f apple butter, and spices are 
added, or not, x> taste. 
I should spice it, 
the ru le being one tablespoonful o f cin n a­ 
m on an d one-third o f a teaspoonful of 
cloves to each gallon of ap p le butter, added 
w hen it is taken up, boiling hot. 
It m ay 
he kept in barrels, stone pots, or butte'r 
firkins and boxes. 
A clean second-hand 
butter firkin is a vary good th in g to keep 
m any k inds o f preserves o r pickles in.— 
Viet * Magazine. 


A DEER HUNTER’S ‘¿TORY. 


H ow Bt* Gun K illed a Buck A fter He 
H ad B een K uoeked Over. 
“ I guess I never told ye ’bout m y fust 
deer hunt, an’ I'll tell it tew ye now, an’ 
I’d jest as leaves ve’d print it as not ef ye 
want 
tew ,” said Dr. Banty 
H ull, the 
famous “ ager” doctor of Carbondale, the 
other day. 
“ I wa'n’t used tew deer when 
I m oved from Jarsey tip intew W ayne 
county an’ settled on the i ’uupack mor'n 
forty year ago, for I never seen a deer 
down w here I was raised. 
’Fore I'd lived 
there long, Jeff Bostwick told m e som e 
alm ighty excitin’ yarns ’bout hunting’ deer 
over on the ridge, ail’ ev’ry tim e I heered 
him tell 'em I’d git wuked up so m uch that 
I wanted tew lam more bout the fun than 
he could tell me. 
I didn’t take as much 
stock in som e of Jeff's yarns as I made him 
b’licve I did, but 1 hankered fur a hunt 
m yself, an’ so, when Jeff' gave m e an invi­ 
tation late in the fall of '44 tew go over on 
the m ountain an’ hunt deer w ith him fur a 
hull day, 1 was tickled half to pieces, but 1 
didn't let him know it. 
"There was a nice snow on the grouu’ 
when the day arrove for m e and Jeff tew 
start out fur deer.

T he Skin-C lad E squim au. 
The Esquimau clothing o f all the tribes 
from the A tlantic to the Facific ocean is 
reindeer skin in som e form or another as a 
com ponent part, and with most o f them it 
predom inates over all other furs used. 
Am ong those I visited on niv first expedi­ 
tion am ong those strange people in and 
around North H udson's Bay the clothing 
was w holly m ade o f reindeer, not a hair i.f 
any other skin appearing in the com posi­ 
tion. 
The coat, the underskirt, the m it­ 
tens, the trousers, the boots, the stockings 
and the slippers are all made o f reindeer 
skin. 
They are sewed with sinew stripped 
from the dorsal m uscles on the back o f ibe 
sam e anim al, while even the puckering 
strings that draw the face ol' the hood 
tighter around the face and keep the trou­ 
sers up and around the waist, or ihe stock­ 
ings above the knee, and the slippers about 
the ankle, are all m ade of the coarse sinew 
from the hamstrings of the reindeer's legs. 
As the hood is drawn tightly around the 
face, from the eyebrows to the chin, with 
only the m outh, nose and eyes iu sight, it 
m ay be truly said that forty-nine fiftieths of 
the object in sight is ruindeerand one-fif­ 
tieth Esquim au. 
Throughout, the Esquim au has a double 
suit o f his reindeer clothing, except upon 
the hands, where the m itten is seldom du­ 
plicated, although occasionally done in the 
coldest weather, and when they have long 
journeys to m ake in the depth o f the arctic 
winter. 
In the disposition o f this doable 
suit, the inner one has the soft hair o f the 
reindeer turned toward the skin o f the na­ 


tive's body, w hile the outer one has the hair 
turned outward. 
This brings the dressed 
skinned surfaces together, and makes it 
quite easy to put on or take off the outei 
suit, which would he alm ost im possible if 
the two hair surfaces were together, and 
quite hard enough if a skin surface rubbed 
against one of fur. 
Som e of these inside 
garments are nothing more or less than the 
equivalen! of the outside ones, turned in­ 
side out, this being especially true of the 
coat and trousers. 
In fact, by thus revers­ 
ing them they are often used as substitutes 
for each other, the only difference being 
that the inside clothing is generally made 
of softer fur, when procurable, such as the 
doeskins S‘ cured in the earlier part e t the 
season. 
T he softest reindeer fur which 
they can procure, or that of the fawn skins, 
taken just after the winter coat has been ¡ 
assumed, is n eaily always used in m aking 
the clothing for their little children, to 
whom they are devotedly attached, and 
who receive the best their parents can give 
them in food, clothing, and every other 
fam ily material that is divided "among 
them .— Lieut. Schwatka in the Independent. 


I t l’a j i to Grow th e ltest. 
W ill it pay to raise anything but the 
best? 
Does it pay to go on year after year 
cultivating and using inferior fruits w’lien 
it is just as easy ami much more profitable 
to raise the best ? 
The best is good enough 
for any one, and nothing but the best is 
good enough. 
In saying the best we mean 
the best the clim ate, the soil and the cir­ 
cum stances surrounding one w ill enable 
one to raise. 
T he fruit tha* will be the best 
for one m ay not be the best for another; 
there is, in other words, no absolute b e s t - 
one that in all places and all circumstances 
is the best—but there is som ething better 
in all classes o f fruits than the varieties our 
fathers raised. 
Especially is this true of 
apples, currants and berries. 
In som e 
States varieties were grown years ago that, 
unless a boy’s love for apples lias deceived 
us, have not been excelled : hut these are 
few in num ber ami lim ited in area. 
In the 
newer States o f the M ississippi Valley new 
fruit adapted to the conditions o f clim ate 
and soil had to be found. 
Many of the 
standard sorts could not be grown with 
success, and new varieties were introduced. 
It goes without saying that the varieties 
have been improved wonderfully in the 
years o f trial. 
H e who clings to the old 
sorts is m aking a serious m istake. 
In cur­ 
rants there is such an im provem ent that 
the old sorts and the new ones are like en­ 
tirely different fruits. 
The im provem ent 
is not only in size but in bearing qualities 
and flavor o f the berry. 
Currants are so 
cheap that no one should cling to the old 
sorts sim ply because he has them . 
The 
new 
ones should be 
set, 
and, when 
grown, take the place of the old ones. T his 
is also true o f m ost o f the berries. 
In the 
raspberries there is no comparison between 
the newr and old sorts. 
There is no reason 
why any one should not have all the fruit 
he wants in the garden, and in sufficient 
variety and quantity to last the season 
through, and that of the best varieties 
raised.— Farmer's Budget.

The pharmacists claim that it has 
cured cases so stubborn that quinine had 
no more effect upon them than sugar or 
salt. 
The method of preparation is so 
sim ple that any one can m ake an experi­ 
m ent who chooses. 
The lem on m ust be cat in sm all pieces, 
rind and pulp, each good-sized lem on being 
allowed a pint o f water. 
W hen the water 
has boiled down to h alf a pint the medi 
cine is done. 
It m ust he strained through 
a cloth and put by to cool. 
It is sour 
enough to give a marble bust a wry face. 
T he dose is from a teaspoonful according 
to 
the staying qualities of a patient's 
stom ach,taken about an hour before meals. 
Like 
the 
hot water cure, wonderful 
stories are beginning to tloat around about 
the lem on cure, an d -b id s fair t > become 
very popular. A physician, w ho is a m em ­ 
ber oí and has m any patients in the New 
York A thletic Club, inform ed the Neus re­ 
porter that he had been giving concentrated 
doses of lem on in malaria cases for nearly 
a year, and now seldom used quinine. The 
new remedy does all the work of quinine 
w ithout effecting the nerves or head, as 
quinine certainly does.— Exchange.

T h e G o l d S t a n d a r d —A writer in John 
Sw inton’s paper, after very careful investi­ 
gation, reaches the conclusion that during 
the last year 400,000 people remained w ith­ 
out em ploym ent from previous years, and 
that 500,000 agricultural laborers'fell out of 
em ploym ent, as did 200,010 clerks, servants 
and dom estic laborers, while o f manfactur- 
ing and m ining laborers, those who lost 
their occupation were at least 900.000. This 
m akes in all a total of 2 000 000 o f people 
capable of useful industry who in 1885, by 
causes beyond their own control, were kept 
in a state of idleness or its eq u ivalen t! 
Tiie New York Sun m akes this com ment 
on these figures : "There can be no ques­ 
tion that the arm y o f the unem ployed in 
this country has now assumed enorm ous 
proportions, and there is no present pros­ 
pect that it w ill be m uch dim inished. The 
cause, w hich in every part of the world 
has brought about such a condition of 
tilings, still rem ains in operation, and we 
can see no reason w hy it should be inter­ 
rupted. 
The cause is, in our judgment, 
the m aintenance of the gold standard of 
m oney. 
There is no doubt that a new dis­ 
covery of gold, such as that which occurred 
in California and Australia in 1S4S 49, 
would put an end to this suffering and re­ 
store prosperity. 
But can such a miracle 
be expected?” 


U n s h o d H orses.—P. H. Fagin, a furni­ 
ture and piano-m over at Malden, Mass., 
gives his experience with barefooted horses. 
H e has driven three horses (tw o w eighing 
1,100 pounds eacli and one 1,300 po inds) 
since January, 1885, w ithout shoes. 
The 
large horse has alw ays been lam e since he 
bought him fourteen years ago, until he 
took his shoes off'. 
The anim al has not 
gone lam e since. 
He has driven on hard, 
llint roads, and, of course, on pavem ents 
in Boston. 
The horses travel bptter than 
before their shoes were taken off'. 
They 
are not afraid on slippery pavem ent as they 
were with shoo- on. and there is no trouble 
iu getting round on any kind of going in 
the city. 
Mr. Fagin drove to Shrewsbury, 
thirty-five m iles from Malden, after two 
days’ rain, in February, 1855, when it was 
so icy that a boy could skate all the way, 
and had no trouble. 
H e left hom e at 7 
a. m , arrived at Shrewsbury et 3:40 r. m , 
and the horses did not slip. 
The hoof is 
hard and broad, and the frog is full and 
plum p and on a leve!. 
They have driven 
two winters on ice and snow altogether 
better than when they were shod. 
Their 
feet are better for all purposes, they can 
trot faster, pull as much and go more m iles 
in the sam e tim e than they could when 
shod.— Bastan Herald.
